Cold War Hits Berfo's Theatres 
Which Are Hot Only in Russ Zone

Berlin, Oct. 1, 

In Berlin, the Cold War is even 
being waged in the theatres! The 
seven in the Russian sector are 
heated; the two in the district con- 
trolled by the Americans and the 
British are not. 

In the Middle Ages, and much 
later in witch-scared Massachu- 
setts, Intolerance went to the 
length of roasting people alive. 
The Russians, in order to put on 
the heat, turn it off! . 

So it was that, after paying $6 
for a stall at the Stadtische Opera 
House. I stood one act of "II 
Trovatore" and then got my over- 
coat and went - back to my hotel, 
wondering what Billy Rose would 
. have said about it. : 
\ "If you had gone to 'Sadko' at i 
the Deutsche State Opera," said ' 
an American officer who was 
sticking it out, "you would have 
found it warm. But that Is in 
the Russian sector." 

There is no "private enterprise'* 
in the Berlin theatre. But there 
•is plenty oi enterprise. Indeed, 
from wliat I saw during my week's 
stay in the former German capital, 
opera and the drama have done 
more to reestablish themselves 
■than any other form of industry. 

Although all the theatres .were 
destroyed; or at least shockingly 
damaged, it was not much more 
than three months after the war

KORDA'S TV THREAT TO EXHIBS 



Varying Reactions to Fiscal Setup 

London, Oct. 5. 

After studying the consolidated balance sheet of the J, Arthur 
"Bank organization ^ leading financial circles here are critical of 
Bank's fiscal setup. Informed opinion, however, is confident that 
the Teport will not impair new stock issue prospects if Rank de-: 
cides to seek fresh capital. 

The London Daily Express' financial columnist commented on 
the consolidated assets of $267,236,000 and bank overdrafts of $54r 
356,000, with the overdrafts representing upwards of 20% of the 
company's liabilities. "In short," the Express says, "the colossus 
is very hard up." 

Financial Times, leading organ in "the City" (London's financial 
bourse) declares that the financial position of the group remains 
at full strength, but questions whether a new capital issue should 
follow.' That would depend, the paper says, on profits of new pro- 
ductions and other . assets which figure in the balance .sheet at 
$49,724,000. 

The London Daily Telegraph's "Gity"' editor, avers that the clear 
liquid position of the group leaves considerable room for improve- 
ment, but that Rank frankly recognizes his position. The Times 
observes that stockholders must, rest content in the knowledge of 
substantial profits being earned, but that the banks and other in- 
debtednesses will impose a conservative dividend policy for a long 
time ahead.

Despite political barriers in this 
"iron curtain" nation, American 
pictures have pulled, greater at- 
tendance in Czechoslovakia than 
the films of any other country, ac- 
cording ■ to figures . disclosed in 
Filmove Zpravodajstvi, a govern- 
ment film publication.

2. In partnership situations, majors are ready to automatically 
liquidate all holdings in which they own less than 50% interest. 

3. Where the major company bought in the partnership interest 
from an existing circuit, major is willing to sell its holdings to 
the partner who would get first crack. Where the partner bought 
in^o the major, both sides would bid against each other.

Browne-Bioff Review Pix Shakedown "^ti?"'!'', 



In Tax Case vs. Late Racketeer 



Chicago, Oct. 5. 
Willie Biofl and George Browne, 
ex-convicts and former officials of 
the lATSE, brought from hideouts 
by the Federal government to tes- 
tify in the tax case against the 
Frank Nitti estate, told of how the 
Capone mob almost took over the 
entire motion picture industry 
from 1933 to 1940. Pair detailed 
flic $1,800,000 shakedown that the 
industry experienced in order to 
maintain "low wage scales" and 
"poor union conditions." 

Bioif, ex-panderer, first took the 
stand to describe the shakedown of 
the Balaban & Katz chain here, to 
prevent wage raises, and then how 
Nitti, as representative of the 
Gapone syndicate,, moved in next 
year (1933) with a 50-50 percentage 
arrangement, which later rose to 
two-thirds for "the boys." In re- 
turn, the mob elected Browne 
lATSE prexy at the conven- 
tion in Louisville in' 1934, while 
the gangsters spread fear through 
tlie delegates. 

Attorneys traced payments of 
$52,000, which were' handled by 
Paul Ricca and Louis Campagna, 
now awaiting hearings on charges 
of parole violations after serving 
one-third of a ID-year sentence i on 
the same extortion charges; On the 
yearly shakedown list were Para- 
mount. Metro, Warner Bros; and

: Browne told of suppressing, on 
payment of $150,000 from RKO and 
Metro, a strike by Local 306, New 
York, for higher wages.

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Frozen Film Biz Francs Now Risk 
Melting Away, Opines de Rochemont 



Despite the recent revision oft 
the Blum-Byrnes- film accord 
which partially thaws American 
picture companies' blocked remit- 
tances, March of Time producer 
Richard de Rochemont feels that 
it's only too obvious that a size- 
able poition of their frozen funds 
are melting away due to the col- 
lapse of the French franc. Back 
in New York last week after alwo- 
month European trip, he felt that 
the U. S. distribs would be mak- 
ing a logical step by utilizing 
their francs in joint production 
with the French industry, before 
their coin is further dissipated.

tres, Rank analyzed average weekly 
grosses of films from each nation 
on the Odeon circuit. British per- 
film average was $2,348 against 
$2;264 for the Americans. His fig- 
ure is based on a cross-the-board 
computation of both A's and B's. 
It does not- indicate that big Yank 
pix, carrying top: star names, pull 
in less biz than equivalent British 
vehicles. 

Discussing the Anglo-British film 
tension, Rank said; "Ever since I 
entered the film industry, my atti- 
tude to the Anferican industry has 
been that I believed it was; in the 
interests of both countries that 
Hollywood and British films should 
be seen together all over the world 
hut that this result; should *be 
achieved on a; friendly, yet com- 
petitive, 'basis. I still wish to oper- 
ate on this basis in spite of what 
has happened, over the last 12 
months. ; 

"I have expressed my views as 
to their attitude towards the; ad 
valorem duty and the theatres 
which we control. I would stiU like 
to reach an understanding with 
them but I doubt if it can be 
reached until the; leaders of the 
Hollywood industry are prepared 
to accept the fact that the British 
film industry is an established in- 
dustry and is; one which must be 
treated on that footing./ I am 
equally satisfied that there can be 
no peace or real understanding be-: 
tween the American industry and 
the British industry until our films 
receive reasonable: playing time in 
the U.S,A,: which- they are not do- 
ing today." . 

'Reasonable v. S/ Playinc Time' 

Rank declared he Intended "to 
persevere in my : efforts to secure 
this reasonable playing time in the 
U.S.A." Hollywood leaders,:he said, 
in 1945 had told him the Canadian 
and American markets were vir- 
tually the same. '.'If the earnings 
of British films in America bore 
the proper relationship to those 
which we achieve in Canada, we 
should receive many millions of 
dollars per annum from the 
U.S.A.," he declared. 
. Speaking on the quota which he 
defends. Rank asserted that a 
"sound British production industry 
on which the exhibitors can rely 
for a continuous flow of good 
films" was the "one sure shield" 
for every exhib. He vowed that 
British theatres must never again 
be in a position of jeopardy be* 
cause of a ban on film shipments. 
"I therefore decided to increase 
the output of films made by our 
studios to ensure that never less 
tlian 509o of British films would be 
playing in our theatres." 

Rank reiterated his desire not 
only to play Briti.sh films but the 
best American ones. At the same 
time, he touted the results, par- 
ticularly in the Odeofi-circuitr of- 
consistently playing British films 
and • attributed the-high-ievel b.o. 
to that factor. 

His world distribution organiza- 
tion was "expensive business" in 
its initial stages but Rank is look- 
ing forward to his overseas distrib 
outfits operating profitably. As for 
American theatres, he is satisfied 
that these houses would do Well 
with British films if the public was 
"given a fair opportunity of seeing 
them." 

First 10 weeks Of the present 
period, Rank said, show a material 
boost in earnings.

now." It charged the Committee on 
Un-American Activities, which 
cited the film writer for contempt, 
with violating the constitutional 
rights of citizens. 

"Today," it declared, "further 
investigation of the motion picture 
industry, and extensions of the area 
of investigation into the legitimate 
Broadway- theatre, the radio indusr 
try, the book publishing business, 
the churclies, schools, and the 
fields of science are being threat- 
ened by this committee. 

"The extent of the power of the 
committee over these media of ex^ 
presslon and opinion, and the na- 
ture of the duties and the constitu- 
tional rights of the: citizens called 
as witnesses by that committee, 
should be determined promptly to. 
prevent further damage to. those 
institutions and to those individu- 
als." 

In a brief in support of its peti- 
tion, - Lawson said that the: ques- 
tions -presented in his case are 
"among the most important to 
reach this court in a generation." 
The decision; he added, : "will 
largely, influence, if not determine 
the course of our republic." 

The brief charged that the com- 
mittee's purposem conducting its 
hearings include "imposition ; of 
censorship upon the screen and the 
dictation to the motion picture in- 
dustry of the political qualifications 
of personnel employed therein . , ." 
These objectives, it continued, 
were carried out under the guise 
of a legislative inquiry, "and by 
means, of an unwarranted invasion, 
of the private rights of private in- 
dividuals and private institutions.", 

The brief asserted that members 
of the House committee, directed 
private employers, to discharge and 
blacklist witnesses, whom the com- 
mittee, had subpoenaed. "No organ 
of our Government," it said, "un- 
less perhaps a military tribunal 
within sound of battle, has laid 
claim to such powers . . "Refusal 
to answer a question in a proceed-

Portend of AM^TV Listening Habits 

Philadelphia, Oct. 5. 

Small but significant sample of what AM-TV dialers in metro- 
politan areas will be tuning in this fall has been disclosed by 
Albert Sindlinger's instantaneous Hadox pilot-test operation here. 
Prime indication seems to be that, though the Benttys, Bergens, 
Aliens, et al, are back, tele set owners will keep on ignoring AM, 
Another snap- conclusion, on the basis of last Sunday's (3) dialing, 
is that the comedians face an uphill fight versus the giveaways. 

Despite return of NBC's comedy powerhouse Sunday (3), every 
one of the teleset homes in the Radox sample (presently 60 AM, 
FM and video sets) looked at TV instead, Sindlinger reported. In 
three of th« radio hoities, Fred Allen was dialed out within a minute 
or two after he came on, the pickup being switched to "Stop the 
Music." Number of sets in use (50% of the sample) was the great- 
est since the pilot test started several months ago. 

Sindlinger disclosed that his sample will be doubled to 120 sets, 
next week. He expected to increase it to 600 sets by sometime in 
December. Operation will be confined "to Philly rather than ex- 
panded to other, east coast localities, howeverj Until the most satis- 
factory sample size is determined, Sindlinger said. 

At 8:03 p.m., just after "Stop the Music" went on, -it had a 
23% share of audience against Edgar Bergen's 23, but by 8.27 
Bergen's share had inched to 26% and "Music" had climbed to 
37. Fred Allen teed off with 25% against "Music's" 40. By 8:54 p.m., 
he was down to 19% and the giveaway was up to 43. ^ 

At 9:03, Walter Winchell had 48%, against NBC's 14. 

Oddly enough, CBS' new Sunday sequence, parlaying from 
"Favorite Husband" and "Sam Spade" to "Cabin B-13," "Electric 
Theatre," "Our Miss Brooks" and "Lum 'n' Abner," not only held 
up, but built in share against "Music." CBS' share climbed from 
•«7% at 8:03 to a high of 38% at 8:54, then dropped off to 24% at 
9-36.

Transcribed dramatic show pro- 
ducers are currently working over- 
time: to accumulate a backlog of 
shows before the American Federa* 
tion of Musicians lifts its ban on 
recordings and transcriptions. Plat- 
ter package producers have i^aved 
considerable coin by " dubbing in 
musical backgrounds and are mak- 
ing as many disks as possible 
before AFM head James C. Petrillo 
decides that he'll permit his musi- 
cians to go back to work. 

This is regarded as a terrific 
switch on the pre-ban attitude of 
diskeries when they worked fever- 
ishly during last November and 
December to get a sufficient back- 
log of recorded music. Today e.t. 
packagers are working around the 
clock to get a backlog of shows 
before Petnllo ivscinds the ban. 
They expect to lose a wad of money 
when live musicians are used again. 

The e.t. producers have found 
that costs have been lowered con- 
siderably by having the musical 
background dubbed in from stock 
library recordings. By having the 
show enacted first and music' 
dubbed in. they save the charge 
of S27;50 per man per hour for a • 
15-minute show. Added charges of 
double scale for leader and music 
contractor go on top of the outlay. ' 
for the sidemen. 

Only producers that are shelling 
out extra money for dubbed music 
are those that previously used an 
organ - background. Studio costs: 
frequently go over that which went 
to the single musician. 

However, these producers are 
getting the advantage of fuller 
backgrounds with the present dub- 
bing system; Library -of recorded 
music is sufficiently complete to 
obtain the majority of effects from 
sharp stings to long passages of 
mood- music. What's more, services ■, 
of copyists, composers and arrang- 
ers are dispensed with by:- the 
dubbing method. 1 

However, there's one disadvan- | 
tage in dubbing. Tho.se shows that 
are using full orchestral back- 
grounds will find it difficult to go 
back to the organ background once 
the ban is lifted.

They'd like to think the lucrative 
share of the billings and the prom- 
inent role they play in radio — r 
20% of evening network time^ 
will carry over into TV. But' 
they've got to unearth a format, 
and fast. 

It's all part and parcel of the 
dilemma facing video as to how 
it's going to do a day-in, day-out 
job. of news coverage. Newsreels, 
of course; can take care of events 
which lend themselves to pictur- 
ization and which are accessible to 
cameramen. But there is still- a 
vast area-— flash news, stories dif- 
ficult or impossible to illustrate, 
interpretation, etc.— for which no 
adequate TV technique has been 
found. 

NBC-TV tried out a "newsroom" 
show with Bob Trout, W. W. Chap- 
lin and John^'McVane reading the 
news, but shelved it as unsatisfac- 
tory. Currently, the net is screen- 
ing stock film shots of the web's 
teletypes, staff at work, etc;, while 
spot news is read, but this too ad-r

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Houston s KLEE-TV Sets Operation 
To Show Profit Durmg First Year 



KIjEE-TV, upcoming Houston'^ 
tele outlet which last week signed 
a primary affiliation contract with 
CBS-TV, hopes to be the first vi- 
deo station to show a profit during 
its first year of operation. Owned 
and operated by Texas industrialist 
W. Albert Lee, the station will 
keep original studio shows at a 
minimum, concentrating on local 
sports coverage, according to gen- 
eral manager ' Sidney Balkin, It 
will depend on kinescope record- 
ings of CBS-TV shows to fill In 
the balance of the time. 

CBS-TV this week also inked an 
affiliation contract with WNHC-TV, 
indie tele outlet in ,New Haven, 
Conn. Station is tied on to the 
east coast network, so will be able 
immediately to receive live CBS- 
TV Shows .originating in N. Y. 
WNHC-TV also has an affiliation 
contract with the DuMont wfeb. 

While ^ts AM outlet is an Indie 
operation, KLEE-TV signed with 
CBS for tele, according to Balkin, 
because that web oifered it the 
best deal. He revealed the tele 
station, which is scheduled to take 
the air commercially Jan. 1, will 
receive six regularly-programmed 
shows >veekly from CBS via tran- 
scriptions, including "Face the Mu- 
sic," which is an across-the-board 
airer. AH six sliows are still sus- 
taining on the CBS-TV web and 
cannot - be sold locally in Houston 
until it's determined who will 
sponsor them on other CBS aftili- 
ates. 

Balkin disclosed that, as a pri- 
mary affiliate, KLEE-TV would 
Jiave: to give up a; certain amount 
of optioned time to CBS but de- 
clined to slate what hours that 
time included. He declared that 
nothing has been' set yet on 
whether the web or the station will 
pay line charges once the coaxial 
caijle hnks Houston to other CBS- 
TV afCihates. Cable won't reach 
Houston until the end of 1950 at 
the earliest, he said, so both the 
station and web execs decided to 
postpone action on that matter un^ 
til then. 

KLEE-TV is the only licensed 
tele operation for Houston. Five 
applicants are currently competing 
for the remaining three channels 
and, under the: FCC's action last 
.week m freezing temporarily all 
further channel allocations, KLEE- 
TV should have at least a two-year 
head start on all competition. Re- 
ceiving sets have already gone on 
sale in the city and Balkin predicts 
ed there would be at least 5,000 
sets in circulation by the time the 
' Station takes the air.

Seattle, Oct. 5, 
• Local, live radio production here 
Js now at an all-time low, having 
slipped there gradually in the past 
year and a half. Radio executives 
give two reasons for the present 
situation. One is expectation of 
heavy expense when station's in- 
augurate television here. Other is 
the more competitive market for 
the advertising dollar both among 
radio stations and with ■ competing 
media. 

The picture for talent here Is 
pretty gloomy but sales for the 
fall and winter season, particularly 
among freelancers and independent 

• producers, are much better than 
■a year, ago,; so situation is expected 
to get better rather than worse. 
■Program departments certainly 
aren't to blame ' for the lack of 
live shows because every station 
in town has good shows on wax or 
in script form waiting to be sold. 
- Sales departments can take the 
blame, but it: isn't because they 
aren't trying. Never has the mar- 
ket here been so demanding and 
cautious so if the boys on the street 
wrap up more contracts for tran- 
scribed shows or newscasts it's 
chiefly because the sponsors shy 
from any live talent costs. 

. Advertising's Uphill Fight 

• Another damping effect on sales, 
according to the .sales managers, 
is that adverti.sers in this area have 
never been conscious of the neces- 
sity to put money into radio it 
they want to achieve resuljs. It's 
ah uphill, fight all the way, say the 
.contract getters. 

Effect of low sales picture na- 
turally has its elTect on program- 
ming and ease of using network 
feeds and/or transcribed package 
shows presents an easy out that is 
latched on too often perhaps. An- 
other charge leveled at local sta- 
tions by critics is that they'll go 
all out on a local production and 



; build it up with talent and publici- 
! ty, then drop it completely before 
j the show has a cliance to build an 
I audience. 

; Televiision picture here probably 
I won't be clarified for a year or so. 
I First and only license is held by 
1 KUSC (Radio Sales Corp.) which 
hopes to be on the air with test 
patterns by November and ' with 
a weekly schedule a month later. 
There are six applicants for other 
i three available channels, among 
■which are three network outlets 
i and one indie station here. These 
stations . know that when and if 
they get video licenses they will 
be faced with heavy, expense and 
if they can go into the new medium 
■ with some surplus, the going will 
be easier. 

Low ebb of radio production is 
not out of line with other branches 
of show biz here. There is no 
vaude; niteries are virtually nil, 
and dance band business is lowest 
! it's been for many years. Hope all 
i around is that coming fall and 
i winter season will bring hypo in all 
lines.

Just how long ' the freeze will 
continue was problematical; Chair- 
man Coy said the minimum time 
required to revise standards would 
be something like six months but 
that nine months was probably a 
more realistic- estimate.

It would be altogether possible, he 
explained, that at the time the 
standards were revised and made 
final the Commission could go 
ahead with allocation proceedings 
started during the summer. In that 
case the freeze would last about

It is likely the con- 
ference will be called between 
Nov. 1 and 15.

NBC Stirs Music Industry on Request 
For Free Use of Material on Video 



NBC has stirred up a hornet's + 
nest with its recent request, 
through music publisher trustee 
Harry Fox, for free licenses to re- 
. broadcast copyrighted music used 
on television shows. NBC asked 
that since full networks are not 
available to carry video shows, it 
be enabled to film shows which 
used copyrighted material, for "de- 
layed broadcasts" by affiliated sta- 
tions in other parts of the country. 
Fox relayed the net's request to

request has awakened many music 
publishers to the great Strides be- 
ing made by television and the 
Increasing number of sponsored 
shows.

Decca Records stepped back into 
the Majestic Records picture last 
week, making a new offer for con- 
tracts of artists and masters held 
by the financially-triubled label. 
Decca, through its executive v.p., 
Milton Rackmil, offered $50,000, 
payable in five annual installmeiits, 
in Chi federal court before Judge 
Phillip Sullivan, and the offer suc- 
ceeded in upsetting the Mercury 
label's applecart. Judge Sullivan 
set Oct. 15 as the date of a new 
hearing at which Majestic's assets 
will be ofl'ered in open bidding. 
Two plants, one in. Newark, N. J., 
the other in Burbank, Gal., will be 
offered. 

Mercury had had a deal going 
under which it sought to take over 
eight masters made by Eddy How- 
ard before the Jan. 1 disk ban. It 
was to have paid a ie royalty per 
platter sold with a guarantee of a 
2,0015,000 sale for the eight sides. 
Though Majestic's file holds more 
than the eight Howard masters 
Mercury wals interested in, the lat- 
ter firm sought them only because 
they consist of pops now or soon to 
be pushed by publishers. Howard 
and Rose Murphy are the most de^ 
sirable Majestic artists.

Band bookers, who : haven't had 
too easiy a row to hoe in the pa.st 
year and a half, are running into 
a ''buyer's market" in medium* 
name orchestras now that the shut- 
ting down of summer bookings is 
just about completed. These in- 
between combos are now flooding 
booking offices and the latter 
haven't enough work dates to go ■ 
around. As a result, virtually all 
will find themselves : working for 
flat scale, and less in^ sonie in- 
stances, or , go out of existence 
temporarily. 

Years, ago. the key to the then 
"buyer's market" situation Was a 
plethora of bands fighting for re- 
mote broadcast opportunities. 
Many leaders found themselves al' 
most paying, for. jobs to get on the: 
air. Today, it's different; the re- 
mote wire is not' so important. It's 
high American Federation of Mu- 
sicians scales throughout the coun- 
try that is causing the situation. 
. Many former users' of live music 
have dropped such ventures be- 
cause of costs. Those that can still 
buy live bands want either top 
names or go for scale musicians. 
And today even the latter add up 
to a considerable sum weekly, de- 
pending on the size of the band 
used: It means that a medium- 
level maestro must accept rock- 
bottom APM quotations or go begi 
ging. 

It follows therefore that a pros- 
pective employer would rather buy 
no-names, pay them scale and wind 
up with the same revenue, in the 
event he hasn't the coin and ca- 
pacity to afford a top attraction. 
That is, unless the medium names 
are willing to work for scale. 
. Situation is giving band sales- 
men a headache. 'They've got so 
many lower-case, names on their 
hands tliey don't know what to do.

BANDLEADER JAN SAVrrr 
DIES ON COAST AT 35 

Jan Savitt died of a cerebral 
hemorrhage Monday (4) in Sacra- 
mento, Cal. His death came a few 
days after he was stricken, while 
traveling to a date at the Memor- 
ial Aud and his' band : played the 
date without him. Savitt was 35. 

Though he confined activity to 
the Coast area during the past two 
years or more, Savitt was a nation- 
ally known name maestro who 
worked major hotels and theatres 
from New York to Hollywood. Bom 
in old Petrograd, he was brought 
to the U. S. when two years old; 
A violin prodigy; he played with; 
the Philadelphia" Orchestra when 
only 14 and thereafter studied the 
instrument and music arranging 
and composition in Europe. 

Savitt began his pop band career 
at WCAU, Philadelphia, in the late 
30's. as a house conductor. Later; 
he moved over to KYW and there, 
via network broadcasts, a band 
led by him called the Tophatters 
caught the attention of music fans 
and band agency execs. He step- 
ped out as a traveling leader soon 
after and became fairly successful 
with a "shuffle rhythm" style. He 
recorded at various times- for the 
RCA-Victor Bluebird label and for 
Decca. 

While batoning, he wrote pop 
songs, some of which became best 
sellers. He penned "Now and For- 
ever," "It Must Be Love," "Moon- 
rise," "720 in the Books," "It's a 
Wonderful World" and several 
others. He was a member of the 
American : Society of Composers, 
Authors and Publishers, admitted 
in 1941.

Executive board of New York 
Local 802 of the American Fed- 
eration of Musicians last week ac-^ 
cepted a resolution to : the local's 
bylaws which made it mandatory 
for every candidate for office to 
file an affidavit denyingi memberr 
ship in or connection with the 
Communist party. : Local's action 
has drawn an official protest to 
James C. Petrillo, AFM prez, by 
the Unity and Coalition parties, 
opposition ; to the reigning Blue 
Ticket, over the executive board's 
action on the bylaw amendments 
without consulting the member- 
ship; All other resolutions were 
tossed out excepting the Com- 
munist one, and the board also ex- 
tended voting liours in the Dec. 2 
election until midnight, from 10 
p.m. 

Protest over the; passing by Lor 
cal 802 chiefs of the Communist 
resolution is based on 802's bylaw 
which states the executive board 
cannot sit in judgment on - amend- 
ment, resolutions unless a quorum 
is present at membership meetings 
called to vote on them. Both re- 
cent bylaw meetings were broken 
up by arguments : before any reso- 
lutions were passed, but both had 
more than a quorum of cardhold- 
ers present. 

Meanwhile, 802's Blue execs, 
who are involved in an increasing- 
ly bitter fight to hold office for 
another: two years, are making cap- 
ital of the remark made last week 
by David Freed, who asserted that 
802's rulers "failed to recognize^ 
that there are good Communists 
and bad Communists." Pamphlets 
were gotten out Thursday (29); by 
the Blue believers, . which pointed 
out that: "no man who believes that 
there are good dictatorships and 
bad dictatorships can be a true be- 
liever in democracy." 

On the other hand, a rival 
pamphlet, signed by Carmen 
Fleisig, Unity member, was dis^ 
tributed headed, "The Blues See 
Red." It pointed out: "The Blues 
are wearing rose-colored glasses 
for the next election; Everybody ^is 
a red who is agin' 'em.; When every- 



thing else fails, when your incom- ■ 
petence, degeneration, senility and ' 
hysteria show like a dirty petticoat 
under your torn and tatttjred Blue 
dress, that's always the way out. 
Didn't Mussolini, : Hitler, Franco, 
Peron . . . stay in power by look-s 
ing under a bed and finding reds?!'

Richard McCann, incumbent Blue 
prez; Carmen Fleisig is up for; sec- 
retary and Max Aarons for treas- 
urer. Both Manuti and Aarons are 
current members of the trial board, 
as Unity members.

The American Federation of Mu^ 
gicians on Jan. 1 cancelled the re- 
cording license of the defendant, 
the action disclosed, although it 
failed to reveal why the New York 
concern's license was cancelled.. 
Since that time Greco avers he has 
been approached by other outfits 
which wanted him both as a sing- 
er and a recording artist; but has 
been unable to accept any offer 
until his "purported" agreement 
with the Musicraft firm is ended 
by court decree.

*Hubba' Writer Loses 
Film Infringement Suit 

An infringement suit brought by 
songwriter Ii-ving Welssman 
againsfRCA, Bobbins Music, 20tU- 
Fox and 20lh Century Music Was 
dismissed on its merits last week 
bv N.Y. Federal Court Judee Si- 
mon W. Rifkind. — Plaintiu had 
souglit an injunction and damages 
from the defendants, claiming his 
tune. "Hubba, Hubba," was lifted 
in "Dig You Later," used in 20th's, 
filmusical. "Doll Face," and adver- 
tised as tlic "Hubba Hubba Song." 

Weisman originally filed a N.Y. 
federal court suit in June, 1946, 
and the action went to trial early 
tliis year, i In tossing out the plain- : 
tiff's charges, the court also denied 
a motion made after the trial to 
amend the common law infringer 
ment because of lack of jurisdic- 
tion to entertain such a elaim. 
Judge Rifkind termed the allega- 
lionb as flimsy and noted that the 
complaint covered only the song's 
title with no suggestion of piracy, 
regarding either the words or 
imisic: ■ 

In its opinion the court noted 
that"lhHi simple action has been 
vastly complicated by its pro- 
cedural history. The sole conse-: 
quence is that it will take many 
more words . than ■ it' otherwise 
should to dispose of it.' The merits 
of the action at no time presented 
any problem of magnitude." Judge 
Rifkind also noted to "fully evalu- 
ate the flimsiness of the plaintiff's 
claim it is not necessary to rely on 
the rule of law that a title cannot 
be copyrighted." Julian T. Abeles 
represented RCA and Robbins 
Music, while Edwin P. .Kilroe was 
counsel for the other defendants.

As Bandleaders Protest 
'Dictation' on Vocalists 

: London.' Sept. 28.: 
Jim Davidson, the man wlio an- 
swered the , BBC's SOS to "save; 
our dance shows'' and took over 
the . reins ui the Broadcasting 
House Dance Music Section, is 
about to introduce a ' number of 
new policies which will govern 
dance band programs in tlie com- 
ing months. 

He has now completed a series 
of personal interviews with every 
dance band; leader on the BBC 
lists^ Duritig . these ' interviews, 
Davidson made a personal survey 
of leaders' criticisms of his de- 
partment, and their suggestions 
for the general improvement of 
light and dance music programs. 

Davidson's completed survey 
was considered at a full dress ses- 
sion of top producers; and the. ne'w 
policies will be based ^ on - these 
findings.

It's become such an abuse on 
the part of some actors, managers 
gay, that shows have been put on 
Ihcbmpletely rehearsed, or not at 
alii proving unfair to audiences,:

The 
matter isn't so much new, it's 
claimed, as that' it's increased -'so 
much Wely. Influx of Hollywood 
names into eastern strawhats, too, 
has had much to do with it. 

A star who signs for a guest 
appearance at a strawhat is obliged 
by Equity contract to show up dur-; 
Ing the week previous for rehear- 
sals with the resident company. 
It's part of his or her salary. But 
US stars have discovered in recent 
leasorts .that they : can play every 
'Week (usually in the same show), 
"g 6t ting consecutive bookings, 
they've ignored the contract rule. 

Managers have accepted the con- 
dition, in their anxiety to sign the 
star, knowing in advance that the 
star was acting elsewhere the pre-: 
vious week, so that, in a sense,

Move of several major distribu-* 
toi's to sell away from the Fox- 
TVest Coast circuit, which steam- 
rollered ahead last week with the 
addition of Metro to the ranks, 
Is expected to reverberate with in- 
creased intensity to the benefit of 
Indie .exhibitors. Industry observ- 
ers are already looking to the move 
'as offering a partial solution, at 
least, to the problems which 
brought forth the Government's 
current anti- trust proceedings. 
More important, they point to it as 
evidence that most industry prob- 
lems can eventually be solved 
through the simple laws- of supply 
and demand without the Govern- 
ment's intervention. 

For one thing, the break from 
F-WC means that any exhibs de- 
siring to build, new theatres in the 
territory will now have an oppor- 
tunity to buy top major product.

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"The Gallant Blade" is a de luxe 
s^^ ash buckler slated for solid b.o. 
reception in all situations.. Built 
^long straight action lines and aim- 
ing directly for tlie ready-made 
niarlcet for such fare, this pic can't 
miss with its pace, color and potent 
iimiquee values. Once again, as in 
Columbia's "The Swordsman," 
Lciri\ Parks has a surefire role in 
a period costume saga whose es- 
capist appeal will cut across all 
age levels. 

Handsomely tinted, this film 
shows the best results achieved 
to date by the Cinecolor process. 
Careful attention to costuming, in- 
terior decorating and lighting and 
exterior shooting has made pos- 
sible well-defined but naturalistic 
tinting.

Argentine pix directors are 
mulling a scheme to offset com- 
petition from imported foreign di- 
rectors, who are beginning to ab- 
sorb key jobs in local studios.

Bank credit is tighter because 
the retirement of the public debt 
has been drawing on reserves; All 
banking associations have been 
warning their members to watch 
loans on realty and that awarenes.s 
will act as a partial but far from 
complete bralce ^on theatre transac- 
tions. 

Regardless, insiders are still con- 
vinced that the next 12 months 
will bring on the unprecedented 
volume of sales. "Construction 
costs are so high and theatres-for- 
sale have been so scarce that the 
buying impulse has built up to an 
all-time high," ' one observer 
summed up.

Au.ssie and South America 
In Australia, U. S. companies 
will earn approximately $3,5Q0i000 
representing 70% of the total rev- 
enues Down-under, with the Aus- 
sies freezing the remainder. Also 
in the Far East, India, Burma, 
Singapore, the Philippines. Siam 
and Hong Kong permit free re- 
mittances, With U. S. films expected 
to earn over $5,000,000 In those 
countries. China, Indo-China and 
Burma, have blocked all remit- 
tances. 

In South America. U. S, film 
companies have been belted by 
price-fixing and rental regulations 
in Brazil which has resulted in a 
complete stoppage' of operations 
there. Brazil represented a $6,- 
000,000 market Another $6,000,- 
.000 market, Mexico, has recently 
been slashed to $4,000,000 by the 
33% devaluation of the peso. Ar- 
gentina at the present time per- 
mits no remittances 'but film im- 
ports into that country are continu- 
ing until "dollars are made av^tlt- 
able by the Argentine Central 
Bank." Peru, likewise, has banned 
remittances. 

Such countries as Peru, Bolivia 
and Colombia are restricting U. S. 
dollars to a trickle. The rest of 
South and Central America are 
free market areas whei'e U. S. com- 
panies, will remit from $3,000,000 
to $4,000,000 net in the coming 
year. 

In thevrest of the world, South 
Africa, with no restrictions, will re- 
mit approximately $2,000,000 to the 
U. S. Palestine has banned the 
outflow of gold for pix since the 
formation of the I.sraeli govern- 
ment although an early agreement 
is expected. Egypt permits remit- 
tances only in sterling, forcing

pounds for dollars in the world 
market. The other Near Eas| 
countries, Turkey, Iraq, Iran and

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Radio Execs, Ad Council Huddle 
On 'Selling' U. S. Economic System 



The four major networks and:f 
the National Assn. of Broadcasters 
huddled last Thursday (7) with 
the Advertising Council to bluer 
print plans for radio's role in a 
year-long campaign the council 
wilU launch next month under the 
heading of "A Program for a Bet- 
ter Understanding of the Anjeri* 
can Economic System.?' The coun- 
cil, as far as radio is Goncerncd, Is: 
shooting for 180,000,000 "listener 
Impressions" per month. 

Ted ReppUer, Ad Council prexy, 
briefed the broadcasters. A com- 
mittee was named, ' composed of 
Robert Saudek of ABC, Davidson 
Taylor of CBS, Phillips Carlin of 
Mutual, Ken Dyke of NBC and 
Harold Fair of the NAB, to plot 
the network participation. They'll 
meet with George P. Ludlam, 
council veepee, and Gordon Kin^ 
ney, radio director, to report their 
plans. 

Council, according to spokes- 
men, hopes the campaign will 
shape into its biggest to date. 
Prepped over a two-year period 
by a joint American Assn. of 
Advertising Agencies and Assn. 
ef National Advertisers committee 
headed by Don Belding of Footei 
Cone & Belding, project will Aitil*. 
Ize all media (magazines, news-^ 
papers, billboards, car. cards, etc., 
as well as radio) to explain the 
American economic system, on the 
premise that it "is gravely threat': 
enpd— 'by ignorance." 

Council's thesis Is that "many 
people haven't the faintest idea of 
what makes our system work or 
how to make it better. They mag- 
nify its imperfections and seem 
hlind to its benefits. They decry 
the very foundations of the Sys- 
tem, which have made this counr 
try great." 

WMle dollar figures aren't yet 
available on the value of the space 
and time to be devoted to the 
drive, it's apparent that the total 
will run into the hundreds of 
thousands of dollars. General 
Electric and General Foods, for 
Instance, will each put $100,000 
worth of space behind the- cam- 
paign. Four agencies-^Benton >& 
Bowles, FC&B, J. Walter Thorap^ 
eon and Young & Rubicam, al- 
ready have promised to buy space 
for ads over their own names. 

While the radio campaign isn't 
formatted as yet beyond allocation 
«f spot announcements to both re- 
gional and national webs, for use 
on both commercial and sustaining 
ehows, the council said it had been: 
a.(:'.sured by the nets that they'll 
brtild full-length shows which will 
be "dramatized explanations" of 
tho American system. 

Non-affiliated stations are ex- 
pected to work out a plan of coop-r 
eratlon via NAB.- No specific plans 
have been made for employing 
television, although it's believed 
that both networks and advertisers 
In this medium will work out TV 
plugs for the campaign.

WSAY Nixed By

Washington, Oct. 12. 

U. S. Supreme court yesterday 
(11) refused to review a request 
of the Federal Broadcasting Sys- 
tem (WSAY, Rochester, N. Y.) 
that the tribunal step into tlie sta- 
tion's treble damage suit against 
Mutual and ABC webs. 

WSAY has been unsuccessfully 
suing them for violation of the 
Sherman act because they stopped 
feeding their programs to the 
Rochester independent outle^. 

Both webs offered WSAY affilia- 
tion but it refused, preferring to 
buy the programs on its own terms. 
Later, when other stations "came 
into Rochester* the two webs ac- 
quired affiliates and ceased offer- 
ing any of their shows to WSAY. 
Station contends that the nets have 
cut it off from shows, and that 
networks violate the Sherman Act 
by cutting off independent stations 
from national advertisers. 

WSAY was attacking the entire 
fundamental structure of the net- 
work affiliation system. The af- 
filiate -system .w«s upheld by the 
circuit court, whose ruling tlie high 
court yesterday refused to review.

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Tele s First libel Siut (Reniigton Vs. 
Bendey, NBC) Eyed foL Precedent 



Television's first libel suit was- 
filed last week and it stirred up 
plenty of apprehension in industry 
circles as to the precedent it might 
establish regarding telecasters' 
liability for what's said or depicted 
via TV. 

William W. Romington, suspend- 
ed Dept. of Commerce official 
accused bv Elizabeth T. Bentley of 
being a Communist, filed for $100,- 
000 damages in thft N. Y, district 
Federal court. He named Miss 
Bentley. NBC and General Foods 
as co-delcndanis The action is 
based on remarks by Miss Bentley, 
a self-coniessed former Communist 
spy, durmg an NBC telecast of 
"Meet the Press," sponsored by 
.GF. 

Summons in the suit have been 
. 'served on the . network and spon- 
sor, but no hearing can be slated 
until Miss Bentley also is served, 
and up to yesterday (Tues.) she 
had not been located, according to 
Richard G. Green, counsel for 
Bemington. 

NBC was not without warning 
that the suit .would be filed. Sev- 
.eral weeks ago Remington an- 
nounced Ivis intention of suing unr 
less both Miss Bentley and the netr. 
work immediately retracted the acr' 
cusation. wliich he termed "unti'iiCt 
false and defamatory." NBC sub- 
sequently, during a newsreel, tele- 
vised a film clip of Remington de- 
nouncing the cliarses. But the net 
apparent!> expects to let a test 
case be made ol Remington's suit. 

Web execs are .100% mum on 
the case. Their sit-tight stance in 
permitting the suit to be instituted 
rather than' airing a retraction, 
however,-, is :believed to be . pre- 
dicated on counsel's advice that the. 
question might as well be cleared 
up this way. It's also apparent that 
the web doesn't feel that 'the suit 
will stick, as far as the network 
is concerned, despite a recent New 
Jersey court ruling holding broad- 
casters liable for : libelous state- 
ments they air. ; 

There's; a question, too, it's said, 
of whether statements aired where 
no script is myolved .(as in this 
case) . constiluie/ grounds for libel 
■■ action or slander. • . 



AGVA WHinLES SCALE 
FOR NITERY TELECASTS 

Hollywood, Oct. 12. 

American Guild of Vai'iety Ar- 
tists has combed down its., scale 
for television. The old rule which 
stipulate4; that an act working a 
nitery floorshow or a theatre bill 
must receive a full week's extra 
salary if even one portion of show 
was televised has been scrapped. 
Obviously the union found that no 
spot was willing to televise a show 
under so stiff a scale. 

The scale now is strictly per- 
shot, and it has been slightly re- 
duced and also segmented on a 
sliding arrangement with one free 
rehearsal, a concession heretofore 
not granted by AGVA.

Television coverage of the 1948 World Series games played at Braves 
Field, Boston, was probably as dull and inept as any seen by N. Y. 
viewers accustomed to the more polished efforts of the Gotham camera 
crews. First, second and sixth games were originated by the WNAC-TV 
crew In Boston and the station's management, perhaps wisely, refused 
to reveal the identities of the director and cameramen. Excuse offered 
W£fs that the station has a strict rule against any "personal publicity*' 
for staffers on any show carried as a pool venture. 

In marked contrast was the fine camera coverage turned in by ths 
WEWS crew for the third, fourth and fifth games played in Cleveland. 
Ernest Sindelar directed that operation, with James Klrkeyr James T.

Gaining momentum in its drive-f 
to hU the networks and ad agen- 
cies with a solid front oMndepend- 
ent video producersi the Independ- 
ent Television Producers Assn. 
took its first big step this week 
with appointment of James L. Fly, 
former FCC chairman, as attorney 
for the outfit. Okayed by ITPA's 
exec board Monday (11), the move 
was designed to add power and 
prestige to. the four-week old or- 
ganization. 

Fly's immediate job will be to 
study present relationships among 
Indie producerSi ad agencies and 
network outlets and afterwards to 
draw up a constitution and: bylaws 
for the ITPA. Upon the basis of 
his findings, Fly will also draw 
up a standard contract to cover 
the sales of both live and filmed 
shows to TV stations. 

Currently, ITPA has a member- 
thip of 40 leading indie producers 
in New York, Chicago and Detroit, 
representing about 75% of the 
eastern fields After ITPA is for- 
mally chartered , on the basis of 
Fly's recommendations, the organ- 
ization intends sending a rep to 
the west coast to corral indie pro- 
ducers there who have already 
shown interest in ITPA's aims; 
Sparkplugged by Martin Gosch,ithe 
outfit was set up to protect the 
interests of indie ^producers who. 
are under a tactical disadvantage 
In dealing with the big nets and 
agencies. 

ITPA; holding its first member- 
ship meeting next Wednesday (20), 
at the Savoy Plaza, N. Y., is also 
building its own program to show- 
case the efforts of its member 
units. Specific plans for the show 
■wiU t>e drawn up. at the , meeting 
with preliminary alms being to 
create a practical pro^mming 
code to guide the industry! Deals 
• for airing the show ai-e still a mat- 
ter for the future. 

The exec board of ITPA is com- 
posed of Gosch, proxy; Irvin 
Sulds, indie producer, vice-prexy; 
Nat Rudick, of Gainsborough As- 
sociates, secretary; and Henry 
White, of World Video, treasurer.

' Philadelphia, Oct. 12. 

The full implications of the first 
major demonstration of television . 
and surgery for teaching purposes 
ar6 still to be weighed, although 
physicians and surgeons who took 
part in the video clinic were glow- 
ing in their praise of the new 
medium.

The operating room routine was 
virtually unchanged. A television 
camera was suspended over the 
table and the chief surgeon and 
narrator^ described the scene

System has been used for years 
in Hollywood but. until DeMott 
and his crew worked out the angr 
les, it had been thought impossible 
far tele adapati'on."* Screen, con- 
structed of :a special metal and 
plastic alloy, was manufactured by 
the Bodde Screen Go., which also 
makes them for Metro and Para- 
mount studios. Projector , requires 
only 1,000 watts of incandescent 
light power, whereas it had been 
thought heretofore that at least 
5,000 watts of carbon are light 
would be needed. All film is shot; 
at the same rate of 30 frames per 
second that TV , uses, instead of 
motion • pictures' standard 24 
frames, with the film then syn- 
chronized with the tele camera. 

Through use of the system on 
the Ford TV preem, which is to 
present an hour-long adaptation, of

He's tired, h« 
says, and just doesn't get enough 
sleep between doing these tw*- 
cross-the-board stints plus his net- 
work chores, which have almost 
doubled since last season. 

Too, Godfrey's two biggest web 
bankrollei's. Chesterfield and Lip- 
ton's Tea, are both after him to 
get into television. Ciggie outfit 
already envisions a- full hour Wed. 
night CBS-TV show for Godfrey 
after the first of the year. God- 
frey now has more hours on 
the radio than any other performer 
— a fact which has won him an 
"iron man" appellation in the 
trade— and taking on TV on top 
of this would be simply a physical 
impossibility. 

First word of Godfrey's impend- 
ing ayem exit sparked talk of an 
unprecedented scramble ■ among 
gabbers to land the lucrative spot, 
from which he reputedly pockets 
more than $200,000 yearly. But 
it!a now apparently: settled that 
Harry Marble, who has frequently 
pinchhitted for Godfrey, will get 
the nod. The tentative switchover 
date is Dec. 1.. ' 

Loss of Godfrey poses a toughi* 
for WCBS, in particular his 7:30 
segment (stanza runs from 6 to 
7-45) being No. 1 in the daytim* 
rating parade for the N.Y. metro- 
politan area.

Josets, Authors and Publishers before New York- Federal court 
udge Vincent L. Leibell. Schulman, in appearing before Leibell 
last Wednesday (6), was acUng only for writer Milton Ager, but a 
handful of top writers have already subscribed more than $5 000 to 
underwrite the case, and more is being collected. 

Schulman's action to retain for ASCAP the theatre performing 
right, or at least retain it for writers instead of publishers isee 
separate story), has no connection, with the Songwriters Protective 
Assn. or any other organization. It was strictly for himself and 
Ager. Upon learning this, songwriters Sigmund Romberg (SPA 
president), Charles Tobias, Abel Baer and a host of others made 
up a fund of $5,000, which was handed Schulman immediately to 
help . finance ■ the case.- Letters from Individual writers in New 
York to others on the Coast and elsewhere either have gone oiit or 
are going out to swell the fund further. It's figured that another 
|8,000 to $10,000 will be raised. 

Writers are deeply interested in the case in view of Leibell s 
argument that theatrt performance rights 'should revert to the 
copyright owner, and whether the writer or publisher of a ,song 
has that right is the cause of it all. The writers want ASCAP to 
retain its representation of them in such matters, or failing in that 
to have the right reV0rt to them instead of publishers. 
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Capitol Records Strides Into Ist 
Foreign Distrib Deal Via Tele-Funken 



Capitol Records has completed •♦■ 
arrangements with the Tele-Funken 
record manufacturing organization, 
ef Germany, which for the first 
time will give it distribution out- 
plde the U. S. It is the first .move 
by tlie six-year . old Hollywood 
disker to lift itself to a more solid 
level as a major company rival of 
RGA-Vic tor, Columbia, and Deoea; 
Capitol has never had foreign dis- 
tribution of any kind. 

Deal >vith Tele-Funken, made last 
summer by Sandor Porges, Capi- 
tol's foreign division head, and Jim 
Conklin, v. p. in charge of artists 
and repertoire; calls for a master 
exchange arrangement. This ar- 
rangement had to; be . cleared 
through U. S. government agencies 
and Cap has been awaiting: sanc- 
tion of it for several months. 

Tele-Funken is more or less the 
EGA-Victor of the Continent. It 
operates or has working agree- 
ments with disk manufacturers in 
Sweden, Norway^ Czechoslovakia, 
Switzerland, etc., and the material 
issued by these firms will be avail- 
able to Capitol, just as the latter's 
complete line of masters, piled up 
■ince its inception will be available 
to Tele-Funken: Latter's initial mas- 
ter shipment, incidenially, is on 
the way. to Cap here and initial 
pressings from them will be mar- 
keted in; the U. S.- late this year. 

Capitol has also been reported 
In recent weeks as in the midst of 
negotiations with British Decca, or 
rather with E. R. (Ted) Lewis, its 
head, for distribution in England. 
There's nothing concrete so. far on 
this angle, however, and Cap will 
not talk much about it.

Society , last week unexpectedly 
called a special meeting of the di- 
rector board for Thursday (8), dur* 
ing which the majority of tlic 
writer and publisher members^.: 
agreed to extend ASCAP's hold 
on the rights -for another two 
years, until Dec. 31 , 1950* Society's 
current -agreement with 80% of:: 
its publisher members expires this ' 
Dec. 31. 

Immediately upon formulatinl 
the two-year agreement, ASCAP 
■chiefs sent notices and :contracta 
to other publishers who are not 
members of the board/ for signa-^ - 
ture, and doesn't expect any dif fi-> 
culty - in achieving the required 
80% of olcays. Society's bylaws 
state that: 80% is a must on any 
given question. Once these signa- 
tures are in, ASCAP will in all 
probability sit down with television 
broadcasters. :to work out a per^;. 
formanee^rights deal. 

For the past couple years,- tele 
interests have availed themselves 
of ASCAP's repertobK on a $U 
per-year token licensing armtige- 
ment. ASCAP asserts that televl- : 
sion people are not averse to revise, 
ing this on a fullscale fee basis due : 
to the constantly increasing influx 
of program-sponsors. Video doesn't ■ 
want to lie in the positidn of con- 
tracting to deliver broadcasts witlt 
only temporary agreements lor , 
music, which could be cancelled 
on a 30-day notice and leave them 
without the /right to copyrighted 
material in the ASCAP folio. At 
least, that's Iieen video's attitude 
toward labor union problems.

."The only effective way by which 
to end public dissatisfaction is to 
remove the cause therefor. The in- 
dustry must clean up the filth 
wherever it is found; it cannot get 
by merely: by spreading the formal- 
dehyde. 

"A chief cause of bad public re- 
lations has been the misbehavior of 
Hollywood stars. There have been 
so many flagrant examples of this 
in recent years that it is not neces- 
sary to cite .specific instances. 

"It often happens that when tlie 
misconduct of a star is revealed and 
it becomes a nation-iwide scandal, 
his employer has on hahd one or

Gross revenues for the seven 
top companies (all majors except 
United Artists) will hit a total of 
$860;000,000 for the year, or a de- 
cline of 10% from 1947's big take 
of $992,000,000, according to pres- 
ent indications. Testifying to the 
fact that domestic boxoif ice is still 
healthy by every standard except 
that of the peak year of 1946, the 
big dip in . grosses is due to an ex- 
pected loss of $45,000,000 from for- 
eign markets. 

With all companies now past the 
halfway marker for the current 
year, analysis of the financial situ- 
ation of the industry points to a 
drop of 35% in net earnings of the 
big outfits. Total net take for the 
seven companies should hit $60,- 
000,000 against a $90,000,000 score 
in '47. 

The 10% slide in grosses being 
experienced this year continues a 
trend started in '47 when the total 
business registered by the. majors 
was down 8% over the y^ar before. 
However, if allowance is made for 
the less of foreign revenues, do- 
mestic slowdown would only come 
to 5% since half o£> the drop dur- 
ing this - year is attributable to 
further shuttering of • overseas 
markets.

RKO, the only other pro^ 
ducing-distributing concern with 
extensive theatre operations, is 
now separately dickering for a 
consent decree which would per- 
mit the company to sell its tbea'* 
tre circuit as an entity after crea- 
tion of a separate corporation to 
take over the chain. 

General adoption of the show- 
case theory of operation by film 
producers and distributors is th« 
pivotal point in the Government'* 
compromise proposals. To date it 
has indicated it will contiiiu* 
pressing a demand for coniplet* 
divorcement of theatres unless th« 
companies agree to the principl*. 
Clark has not deviated from th« 
point in several montlis of nego- 
tiations.

Agreement to call the meet was 
made after Rank had huddled with;

The agenda 
will not be set until a final date is 
fixed but there is no question that 
Rank's recently aii'ed charges of 
discrimination in the U.S; against. 
British films will be treated fully. 
Before taking off, 'Johnston 
denied the e.xistence; of an Ameri- 
can phantom quota directed against 
Anglo imports. Good films will 
always find a ready market in the 
U.S , he claimed, MPA.A. picx\ 
cited the unprecedented success of: 
■'Hamlet" as an example, stating it 
has advance sales two years ahead. 
He al'o referred to "Great Expec- 
tations" as a film whicii exceeded 
Rank's expectations in the U.S. and 
"Henry V" which earned more Ifi 
America than in England. 

Johnston disclosed that he will 
return to London within a few 
months when the second - year.

Government. The anti-trust divi- 
sion also asked the court to pernia« ; 
nently. enjoin the Schine theatre« -. 
from a number of practices "harm- 
ful" to smaller independent com- 
petitors. 

Last May the U. S. Supreme 
Court found the Schine circuit in 
violation of the Sherman Act. It ■ 
did not agree, however, with th« 
program of the, trial court for cor- 
recting the monopolies,; and set 
forth principles which would lead' ; 
to more drastic action. Then it re- 
manded the case back to the New 
York court for further considera- 
tion of the detailed issues^ .; 

In its original anti^trust action 
against Schine, ,the Justice Depart- 
ment's Anti-trust ..Division asked 
that Schine be cut down to about 
40 or 45 theatres. The; plan of th» 
U. S. district court, which th»- 
Supreme Court apparently felt did; 
not -go far enough, would have left r 
Schine with 80 to 90 theatres. 

Commenting on the severity ot . 
its recommendations, the Justice . 
Department brief declared in part: 

"If it be said that this provision ' 
would require divestiture of most 
of Schine's theatres, we think th« 
answer must be that this provision 
merely measures the scope of 
Schine's i illegal; acquisitions. That 
scope was withln.the control of th« 
defendants. The bt-eadth Of their- 
illegal acquisitions has enabled 
them for many years to be th«; 
largest independent circuit in th« 
country, with an increase since; 
1928 of 56 closed towns. That 
bl'eadth is necessarily the measure 
of its own undoing." ; 

Other Recommendations ; 
, In addition to the divestiture, ; 
the Anti-Trust Division recom^ 
mended the following injunctioni 
for the trial court: 

1, Bar Schine for five years from 
licensing more than 60,% of - the ; 
features released by the majors for ;

London, Oct. 19. 
The Public Morality Council and 
church authorities are making 
special reports on a new play that 
is due for a tryout in London later 
this month. 

The play, ♦Breach of Marriage," 
authored by a new playwright Ban 
Stithetlaitd, and presented by' 
Peter .Reynolds, is on the contro- 
versial subject of artificial in- 
semination. It will be shop-win- 
dowed at the little Torch Theatre 
Cluh. 

Many church ..leaders have out- 
spokenly attacked insemination of 
humans, and if : the play is- as con- 
troversial as claimed, it will have 
to pass tremendous, barrier of pub'-, 
lie criticism before it can. reach a 
West End showing. The play 
takes its title from a phrase used 
in the report of a commission ap- 
pointed b]i[ the. AFcbbishofp of Can«: 
terbury to' enquire into the whole' 
subject. 

The story concerns a crippled 
ex-naval officer and his young, 
wife who troth ardently desire a 
child, but for physical reasons are 
unable to have one. They seek the 
advice of a famous but somewhat 
eccentric doctor, who is an old 
friend of the girl's mother aiid for 
this, as well as humanitarian rea- 
sons, he's willing to help. The 
physical side of the experiment 
goes well enough but the mental 
side crashes headlong into psycho- 
logical disaster. 

The playwright uses the doctor, 
his friend the vicar, and the girl's 
K. G. father, to represent this 
clashing views of church, science 
and law,: and works out- his prpl)* 
lem on the basis of the young^'usr 
band's emotional jealousy when he 
discovers he isn't the father of the 
child.

In kudosing Victor Fleming as "HoUywoocVs least recognized out- 
standing director," at a trade press confab last week in New York, 
Waller Wanger compared costs o£ "Gone With the Wind" ($4,200,000) 
and "Joan of Arc" ($4,600,000), and coincidentally mentioned the com- 
parative costs of two other pictures, He cited "Kitty Foyle," made for 
S700 000 in 1941, against "Farmer's Daughter," a comparable-type 
film 'also ma'de by RKO six years later, and that cost $2,200,000. VJoan" 
is also an RKO release but independently produced by Sierra Pictures, 
Inc., which comprises Wanger, Fleming and Ingrid Bergman, star of 
"Joan". 

The producer stressed that this film "is not a Hollywood version of 
the Jeanne d'Arc legend, but was made with respect to the archives 
and will stand the test of time." Wanger expressed the wish that "if 
only J. J- McCarthy were alive, he would know how to sell this picture 
to the hilt because of the spiritual message entailed." • It was for that 
reason that the Bankers Trust veepee in charge of film financing, 
Alexander Ardrey, insisted "Joan" be made in Technicolor; he okayed 
a $3,500,000 loan, bigger than what David O. Selznick got for his "Duel 
In the Sun," and that's why every Bankers Trust branch office today 
carries valances, trailerizing "Joan". 

The "GWTW" analogy by Wanger was advanced because Fleming 
also directed that, as he did "Captains Courageous" and other big 
Metro films.- 

The Joan saga has been made several times abroad, but the most 
distinguished and successful American versi^on was Cecil B. deMille's 
"Joan, the Woman," in 1916, starring Geraldine Farrar in the tltl* role, 
with Raymond Hatton, Hobart Bos worth,' Theodore Roberts, ' Wallace 
Reid, Charley Clary, James Neal, TuUy Marshall and Warjorie Daw in 
:supp'ort. Jeanie Macpherson did the screenplay and, as in Wanger's 
version, the score (by William Furst) and the camera (by Alvin Wyckoff) 
" were important. 

Tliere's a strong N. Y. ballet tieup witli the Rank-Eagle Lion film, 
"The Red Shoes," which opens at the Bijou, N. Y., Friday (22), Leonide 
Massine, former ballet master of the Ballet Russe de Monte Carlo, has

- ducer Bmeiic Pressburger was in N. Y. and saw Edwina Fontaine, solo 
dancer with the Ballet Russe de Monte Carlo, performing at the Met, 
Pressburger was so impressed, that he flew Miss Fontaine (and her 
mother) to London to be tested for the film's lead role.

He's 
taken over a small community 
called Pioneertown, about 125 
miles from' Hollywood, for the spe- 
cific purpose of: making westerns 
and claims the advantages inher- 
ent in shooting on location there 
will enable him to reduce his costs 
by about one-third. Krasne is now 
dickering for other oater produc- 
ers to use Pioneertown, onr which 
he obtained an exclusive franchise 
for 25 years. 

Discussing the project last week 
in New York, Krasne declared he's 
worked out a way of utilizing the 
entire town, including the 300 resi- 
dents and their businesses, in the 
"Cisco Kid" films he'll turn out 
there. Clothes, horses, makeup, 
etc., will aU be provided by Ideal 
entrepreneurs. They've also agreed 
to halt any activity that interferes 
with shooting schedules and to ap- 
pear themselves before the cam- 
oras. . 

Producer will thus be able to 
save the usual cost of transporting 
his actors^ horses : and . equipment 
from Holly wood to a location spot. 
Under his contract with the town's 
development corporation, Krasne 
has been guaranteed that the 
streets will not be paved, so the 
horses can go that-a-away authenti- 
cally. In addition, no autos are to 
be allowed on the main stem. 
Krasne has also completed a new, 
sound stage in PioneertoXvn and 
has set up $150,000 worth of 
permanent sets obtained from the 
recently-liquidated Enterprise Stu- 
dios. He's now planning to subsi- 
dize a local exhibitor so that he 
can also screen his daily rushes on 
the spot. 

Permanent technicians on his 
production staff have migrated to 
the town and he's now attempting 
to convince some of the players to 
move there.

A. C. Nielsen. Round Two (for 
agency and advertiser clients) got 
under way this week with C. E. 
Hooper in there slugging via aj 
pew optional, everything-thrown-in 
bid for subscribers in these,; cate- 
gories. ; 

What appears to have cost 
-Hooper the first round is the fact 
that the webs will get Nielsen's 
new projectables (national ratings) 
at no extra cost, whereas Hooper 
has asked the four major nets to 
■cough up an extra $100,000 be- 
tween them for his own U. S. 
Hooperatings. 

None of the webs has publicly 
g8|id yes or no to Hooper, but the 
word privately is that ABC, CBS 
and Mutual pretty definitely 
aren't interested.

Seven games on five stations 
in three days comprised Man- 
hattan's heaviest video football 
weekend since television blew 
its first tube. It also definitely 
established CBS as the leader 
of the local pack regarding 
quality of caqiera job being 
done on the gridiron. 

Bjjr letting medium shots tell 
the story of the game, Colum- 
bia holds panning to a mini- 
mum on kicks and passes, re- 
duces the need for camera, 
switching after a play has 
started, and allows the viewer 
to see what's behind and ahead 
of the ball carrier.

When tlie same wrestling match shows up two nigllts running, tiie 
second time as a main event, it likely won't be long before viewers start 
looking elsewhere for their entertainment. With four ftjanhattan sla- 
tionj now doing five wrestling shows a week there is bound to be som* 
duplication of principals. But if the matchmakers are so indifferent 
to the video audience they'll repeat a match the next night, maybe it's 
time the stations started seeking ways to protect themselves. These 
quick repeats can only chase viewers to other channels. 

The current Metropolitan schedule has NBC going its tug and tussle 
show Tuesdays; ABC (bi-inghig it in from Washington) does one 
Wednesdays; DuMont and WPIX are a Thursday confliction, and Du- 
Mont is again on Fridays with the week's final display. DuMont wa« 
the first to piU the wrasslers in the parlor and all things considered its 
Friday bouts continue to lead the parade. Dennis James undoubtedly 
has something to do with this impression, being the best of the grap- 
pling announcers, but the matchmaking also figures and, perhaps, th« 
arena where these matches lake place because the crowd here (Jamaica, 
L. I.) has always been the wisest of the mat crowds. 

Final reports on attempts to Stratovise the final game ot the World 
Series from Boston to the midwest indicate the system met with fair 
success. Even though WEWS in Cleveland could not feed it to other 
stations on the midwest network, Westinghouse Electric reported last 
week that viewers in 59 communities received the signal directly from 
the plane, which was circling over the Pittsburgh area at 25,000 feet. ; 

Plane picked up the signal as broadcast "'from WMAR-TV (Baltimore) 
and then sprayed it over the surrounding area. A neighboring station 
broadcasting on the same channel as. WMAH-TV, however, created soma: 
interference. According to Westinghouse engineers, WEWS went off 
the air when it found it couldn't transmit a clear picture in order to 
permit viewers to get an unobstructed relay from the plane. Much of ' 
the interference problem should be ruled out when Stratovision goes 
commercial, Westinghouse claimedi since plans , caU for the plane to 
circle directly above the ground station, which will rejay the signal t« 
the plane on a high-freqluency channel. 

RCA, in a switch on its former policy on television set sales, no 
longer makes it mandatory for all sets to be installed by the RCA 
Service Corp. nor for all set buyers to take over the -year's service ' 
guarantee. : TV owner contract henceforth is to be optional to buyers. 

Switch was dictated by the fact that there are now sufficient trained 
service men and service organizations to handle, installation and repairs.: 
According to RCA, when it established its owner policy two years ago. 
It declared the sale of a service contract would continue "only so long 
as shall be necessary to customers' proper installation and quality 
service, and to Insure the dealer and manufacturer protection of cus* . ' 
tomer goodwill."

'TPHERE has been widespread inisunderstaiHling about the 
X issues involved m "giveaway^' progtiinis on the air. 'I'lie 
con fusion may be traced to t\\:o principal f actors ; ( i ) incorrect 
ami loos'e use of the term "giveaway" and its application to 
two distinctly different types of shows; and (2) the rtiisunder- 
(tsnding arising from the difference in the objectives of the 
FCC on the one hand and the NAB Code on the other. 

This statement of Mutual Broadcasting System's position- 
is an attempt to clear the air,

'First, then; let us consider tlie confusion in the term "give- 
aways." There are. as we .s-.iid, two distinct types of programs 
involved — one which rewards the listener for listening (or 
which "buys" an audience) and the other which rewards par- 
ticipants in the ihovv— someone selected from the studio audi- 
ence orsomeone.who siibinits material usedin theprogriim. 'lb. ■ 
clarify this distinction, we .suggest these definitions: 

a. programs which give away prizes to tlie radio audience 
ior tlie puipose of getting it to listen. Because the usual 
device In wliich tins works is the telephone, these might 
be termed "telephone-call"' shows; 

b. programs vvhicli give away prizes to the studio audienee 
for piirticipation and to persons submitting material for, 
the shows, and m which the reason for listening is pro- 
giam and not pri/cs. \\c miglit call these "gncawavs"'— 
morcacCurately, they are "audience participation" shows. : 

Now as to the difference in the aims and objectives of the 
NAB Code and the I'CC. '1 he Code (whicli becomes effec- 
tive JdiuiJiy 1, 1949) ^■eclvS lo eliminate programs which "buy" 
an audience, llcic is what it sa\s on thc'subject: 

"Aiiv hroadca<;tmg designed to 'buy' the radio audietice, by 
requinng it to li'-ten in the hope af levard rather than for 
the quality of eutei lainment should he avoided." 
Obviously, this language needs elatificatioti, because there 
Is still considerable disagreement as to what constitutes "buy- 
ing" an audience. But we'll come back to this later.

After cons^lcration of tlic entne pioblcm, Mutual decided 
not to broadcast "audience bu\ing" shows. We made our 
itand public iind the gencr.il and tiadc press carried the story 
on September i. Here's the way vvc look at it 



As members of the NAB, we have subscribed to the Code. 
We will live- up to it. We think the piovision about "buying 
an audience " does not need to be changed, but rather— clari- 
fied and stiengthencd. 

And so, by January 1, we will eliminate from our network 
any program which we believe "buys" its audience. , One of 
out programs has" already been taken off the air. 
■ On the other hand, shows like our "Queen For A Day", 
"Tuie Or False", '"lake A Number", "The Better Half", 
"Quick As A I'lasli" will be continued, because, as we .see it, 
they come under the jarogram type we defined as "audience 
participation." 

In brief: we are-going to discontinue, "audience-buying" . 
shows because we intend to live up to the Code of our industry; 
also^ we feel that shows which depend on prizes and devices to 
:;gain listening, arenot good radio and,- in, the long run, not 
good for radio. (We think broadcasting is here to st3y!) 



Our action was not taken because of the FCC's "entirely in- 
terpretative'' rules which "do not purport to add to or detract 
from the statutory prohibition" against lottery programs. 

For one thing, a substantial body of legal opinion seems 
agreed, despite the FCC, that "telephone-call" shows as such 
cannot icgalh be stopped. 'I here would seein to be confirma- 
tion of this in the fact that, although Section 316 had been in 
the Communications Act for years, the l''CC apparently con- 
sidered it necessary to w rit:c:up new rules— just at the time 
when the NAB Code is beginning to take effect. 

For another thing, we are convinced that we do not need 
the FCC to tell lis broadcasters what is right or wrong with 
programining. And, it is our belief that once the Code is in : 
operation the I'CC in,.y well have "lottery" rules— and no 
programs to use them on. 

« * * 

But now comes a danger to wliich we cannot closc our eyes. : 

If the industry, reaching the decision that "audicnee- 
biiying" programs arc poor radio, should abandon them, there 
may well be 110 more "telephone-call" shows for the FCC to 
forbid. But It is conceivable tliat tlic FCC may use tht new 
rules to move m on "studio giveaway" shows, even though 
. broadca-sters and listcncrs both. want them. 

To put this in another way: if it is possible, today, for the 
FCC to say "anay uii/i giveaii-ws"— it will be possible, tomor- 
row for the same or another body to say "away with mysteries, 
or symphonies t or comics, or drama or doeitmentaries." 

, It will be possible,- the day after tomorrow, for some group 
to say "away with fireedom of the air."

Last • week's collapse of- nego- 
tiations for a settlement of the 
recording impasse between the 
manufacturers and the American 
Federation of Musicians may have 
more far-reaching effect than most 
industry people realize.

Meanwhile, it's a cinch that re- 
cording, with musicians, which has 
been going on in this country right 
under the AFM's nose, will in- 
crease, particularly by those major 
and minor companies that no long- 
er give a hoot about the AFM's 
ban. RCA-Victor and M-G-M, 
neither i.of which . has done any 
recording in the U. S., steadfastly 
refuse to go into operation.

EDDIE STONE ORCH (8) 

With Cathy Norman 

Belmont Plaia Hotel, New York 

Every so often nitery habitues 
run into ■something unusual. In 
this case it's the Eddie Stone 
orchestra, a combination of three 
sax, three rhythm, one trumpet 
and trombone. It's small, but big 
' ^iil . sound and ability to play 
dance music in a legitimately 
musical way. 

Stone obviously is enjoying the 
preference of good musicians for 
staying put instead of hitting the 
road, 'rhey tool this eight-man 
outfit through excellent arrange- 
ments in a manner designed to put 
the business man's bounce to^ ' the 
forefront, without sacrificing mu^ 
sicai integrity. In short, it's not 
- a corn tenor band, but it achieves 
the same result. It's highly dance'- 
able and at the same time £ood 
listening. 

In the same band is Cathy Nor- 
man;' a singer who surpasses the 
majority of name band vocalists 
and a good many of those occupy- 
ing choice spots on commercial 
radio. She works a warm, rangy 
voice over standards and pops, 
rhythm and ballad . choices with 
equal facility, and rounds out the 
unexpected satisfaction that this 
small band offers. Wood. 



GUY LOMBARDO ORCH 

With Kenny Gardner, Don Rodney

Guy Lombardo launched his 19th 
: consecutive season at the Roose- 
• velt liotel grill two weeks ago when 
he returned to. the spot after a 
summer of alternate speedboat rac- 
ing and seasonal dates. And not a 
thing has changed, even to the biz 
the room usually does when the 
Lombardo's Royal Canadians are 
vn tap. 

.- Lombardo is an unfathomable 
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success to many people in the band 
business who: cannot, understand 
why dancebeat performances of pop: 
and standard tunes should be b.o. 
They see this band- consistently 
earning solid sums, even on hotel 
dates, and sit down «nd try to ra- 
tionalize why they . don't do: the 
same.' 

Perhaps the best .answer is the 
simplest. In recent years, the so- 
called name band, whose success 
usually has hinged upon the per- 
sonal ability of a performing mae- 
stro, has let its : reputation escape : 
good sense. It reaches success: via 
one record, or a string of them. 
Thereafter,:: the leader or the en-, 
tire, band must do things to justify 
its position: It may, for instance, 
do .tricks with tunes. Usually this- 
submerges the melodies used be'? 
neath the personality of tlie band 
or leader. And in the end, even 
the country's best melodies are re-, 
cut and tailored to .fit -the -band. 
But It doesn't always work. 

Lombardo does the opposite. He 
places the tune first, carefully se* 
lects pops and standards and 
piays them the way they're 'written. 
In short, he uses his band to project 
songs, doesn't use the songs to pro- 
ject a band. It's so simple his'jump 
hand rivals (jan't understand why 
it's successful. Wood^ 



ASCAP Wins Dismissal 
Of $85,000 Realty Suit 

American Society / of Authors, 
Composers and . Publishers won 
dismissal last week in N. Y. su- 
preme court of an $85,000 damage 
suit brought against it by the 580 
Fifth Avenue Corp. Action was 
thrown out after a three-day trial 
before Justice Thomas Aurelio. 
. Matter involved a realty deal 
whereby ASCAP was to have oc- 
cupied the '- Anderson . .GaUerles, 
at Park Avenue & 57th Street, 
N. Y.. Plaintiff , claimed that writ- 
ten agreement called, for ASCAP 
to - .lease -the premises from it. 
However^ the court : ruled there 
was no evidence of any written 
pact. 

When ASCAP failed to go 
through with the deal, 580 Fifth 
Avenue. Corp. filed suit to recover 
damages and expenses allegedly 
sustained after it had optioned the 
property. Structure was finally 
taken over by Walter Reade from 
the Central Savings Bank to house 
his Park Ave. Theatre.

Present plans call for a straight 
Menhennick ticket of office-seek^ 
ers, and from current outlook this 
faction seems to be the biggest 
opposition Wallace and present 
job-holders will face, 

Charles ' G r e e n, member of 
Ideal's - board: and - heretofore be- 
lieved a strongly- pro-Wallace man, 
may be: a surprise candidate for 
prez. Green acknowledged there is 
a group backing him, but on direct 
query as to whether his hat would 
be tossed m the ring, lie stated: 
"I'm not free to speak yet." But-' 
he would not deny there -was a, 
1 move to place a Green ticket: in 
nomination.: 

At last election Menhennick 
headed a ticket, but midway in 
Qompaign : withdrew from race 
against Wallace and concentrated 
on : winning niches on board of ^ 
directors for himself, Henry Roth 
and others of his backers.. This: 
stunt almost worked and, had it, 
would- have been a; signal- victory, 
for through the board power the 
Menhennick taction could have 
harnessed, in many instances, other 
officials. 

Both Wallace and Menhennick 
are spoiling for a head-on figlit;! 
Recently, publicly, Wallace snarled 
a challenge to Menhennick to opr 
pose him in prexy race, and fof 
five< minutes persistently taunted 
him With, "Run against me. I'll 
beat you once and for all right 
into the ground." "And. there 
were even stronger remarks.

The long-brewint; tiff between 
Tireatre Authority and thie Ameri- 
can Guild of Variety Artists may 
come to a iiead tomorrow (Thurs.)

AGVA long dissatisfied witii tlie 
benefit policing is seeking a resliuf- 
fling< of the TA setup so that the 

. inajority of benefits will be elimi- 

■ ■nated: ' . ■ 

Union is set to propose a realign- 
ment of union representation on 
the TA board since majority of acts 
working the free shows are mem- 
bers of AGVA. Union wants three 
members instead of one represept^ 
ative, to sit in on TA deliberations 
when passing upon an organiza- 
tion's request for gratis talent. If 
present TA l>oard refuses to grant 
that request. AGVA will aslc foi 
final okay on all free shows. 

Unless some revamping of the 
. TA setup is made along the lines 
requested by the union, AGVA is 
reported ready to step out of Thea- 
tre Authority and take care of 
benefits on its own. However, it's 
unlikely that such a move will be 
made beXore the meeting of the 
national board of the Guild, Nov. 



1. Board is reported ready to okay 
the union's withdrawal from TA 
inasmuch as the June AGVA con- 
vention went on record against 
benefit abuses. 

It's been AGVA's contention 
that any organization that pays for 
musicians, caterers, use of the hall, 
stagehands, etc., should similarly 
pay for talent. Union would like 
to limit benefits to no more than 
12 per annum, limiting such shows 
to major charities. 

AGVA is reported ready to press 
for legislation which would make 
organizations. using a;"boiler room" 
sales force ineligible for free 
talent. A "boiler room" is defined 
as a separate sales organization 
whicli high-pre.'ssures sales via tele- 
phone for a commission ranging up 
to 40%. It's union's contention 
that high commission bite leaves 
little for the charity.

This new show, headed by Tony 
Pastor's orchestra and Vic Damone, 
comparative newcomer to the 
name-singer i-anks, forms very 
good support for Paramount's 
"Night Has a Thousand Eyes," 
which drew good daily paper re- 
views. Show is fast and entertain- 
ing from start to finish, and there 
isn't a sag anywhere along the 
60-minute line. 

In recent months tlie Par and 
other Broadway bandfihn houses

printed on the newspaper or maga- 
tine. Court also ruled- that all 
copies of ' a publication bearing the 
came date should be regarded as 
one publication, regardless of time 
differential in magazine distribu- 
tion, and justify only one cause of 
action. 

Winrod charged Life libeled him 
in the issue dated' April 13, 1942, 
■nd suit was filed in superior court 
on April 13, 1943. Defense con- 
tended suit was not : filed -within 
statutory limit since magazine was 
on newsstands several days before 
the printed day. AYinrod also filed 
■epdrate actions for replacement 
copies, orders for issues of that 
date, and new subscriptions: cover- 
ing the debated issue, Jurors up- 
held luwer court's decision in dis- 
missing' the suit because not filed 
III' legal limits and ' sale of back 
Issues ' should not constitute new 
causes for new suits as that would 
lead to indefinite libel actions 
through the years, thus defeating 
purpose of the one-year statute of 
limitations.

If the.iirst result of negotiations between Hollywood and Moscow 
for the sale and distribution of American films behind the Iron Cur- 
tain should result in the .showing of "Apartment for Peggy," my advice 
to Joe's commissar of entertainment is, don't rub your hands too glee* 
fully about this one or you'll get burned. More, the resulting scar 
tissue will set the democratic way of life ahead a hundred years. 

The picture may look to Russians like an amusing example of bouiv 
geois decadence and postwar capitalist chaos (and in Technicolor, no 
less!) but the film is actually loaded with liberating and long-range 
propagandii in favor of man, here and hereafter. 

Certainly no character could better represent a comrade's mate- 
rialistic-disposition of worn-out human machinery ttuin Edmund Gwenn, 
a disposition incidentally shared by agnostic capitalists as well as 
agnostic communists. Here is a professor of philosophy who thinks, it's 
about time he died by his own hand. Obviously his presence is jam- 
ming up the conveyor belt of life. GI's and their brides, brats and be- 
liefs, sentenced to universities and -forced to live in one-room trailers, : 
garrets, culverts and piano-crates, exist side by side with old crocks 
like Gwenn- who: have three-story houses. to- live in alone. Never:\vas 
inequality more glaring or. ingratitude, more obvious. , . ' - 

Straitht-^rmlnK. Seir-Uuxht 

But when Gwenn is talked .by ^leanne Grain as a GI bride of Bill 
Holden into giving a' cUtss in .philosophy to. these bewildered wives, a . 
whole civilization slips ' through' a bottleneck of its own inaking and 
finds its own salvation. 

I could scarcely believe my ears when I heard Gwenn discussing 
Socrates and his narrow concepts of democracy in entertaining terms, 
and when that GI bride popped up in class and asked if Socrates wasn't 
really anti-democratic, to which Gwenn. replied"You tiave now moved 
philosophy: ahead 2,000 yearSi:'' jl thought how much better college must: 
be under .visual education than In our day of chalk, -blackboards and' 
plenty of empty seats. 

Then I heard Prof. . Gwenn mumble something that sounided 'either' 
like "Bellai'mine" or ''Bellamy." I strained, my ears to catch this 
switch in the plot. Long familiar with both these brain-teasers^ I $oon 
realized that Gwenn meant, not the author of the "Parable of the: 
Water Tower," but St. Robert Bellarmine, a 16th century scholar who 
broadened the narrow concept of Socrates -until democracy included , 
all mankind. 

Quelle Editing! 

It's quite possible that when Joe's commissar in entertainment gets 
through editing"Apartment for Peggy," it will come out as an expose 
called "I Married a Capitalist." If so a lot of comrades are going to 
come out of the picture asking, "Is that bad?" : 

' It might help Joe to know what makes Jeanne -Grain's performance 
so convincing. It is because behind all that .hopped-up girlish chatter, 
is a : star with her feet on the ground:'and her. ears strained, like St. 
Joan, , to hear, the voices of angels. She is the : product of one of ' the: 
few authentic Hollywood ninaway marriages. : - 

Jeanne Grain and Paul Brinkman really eloped. , They didn't have 
their parents' consent. But they had their pastor's. , 'About a year 
later I recall seeing the young couple in church, holding hands and a 
baby at the same time. I. remember seeing one of them going to the 
altar rail, taking communion, returning, taking the baby and thus per- 
mitting the other to .do the sa me. It was a touching and beautiful scene, 
and I have observed it repeated many times. 

Weil, it may be argued that acting: is doing plausibly .what is foreign 
to your nature, but I belong to a group , of partisans who believe that 
if you lead the good life it will betray you as a good soul. And the 
same, goes for the old vice versa. - 

For- those, however, who are not particularly interested in the spirit- 
ual life of Hollywood- starlets: because, this country has more electric 
refrigerators; vacuum cleaners, automatic toasterst mixmasters, washing 
machines, slot machines and sewing machines tfaaii any other- place on 
earth and less places to house the gadgets and their'instaUmcnt buyers; 
let me introduce yoit to a newcomer to our .shore.s, Dorothy McCaskie. 

Dorothy McCaskie is just as beautiful as Jeanne Grain, and whereas 
Jeanne Grain has one-child^going-on-two, Dorothy McCaskie has three, 
and not likely to have more: for a w^hile because she is a British war 
widow. We took her to see "Apartment for Peggy," and she thought 
it was the grandest picture she had seen in years. But she couldn't 
understand why Jeanne Grain and her GI husband should fight sao hard 
to get out of a trailer and into a'professor's attic, 

During this transition, trailers are the only way to live, according 
to the widow McCaskie, and the place :to live in them is in a Southern : 
California trailer park. 

A Picture In This? 

Though as English as Yorkshire pudding, Mrs. Mt'Caskie said goodbye 
to the empire two years ago. Her husband, a major in a Scottish regi- 
ment,.was.dead by 1940. : She found iierself left without even a widow's 
mite. She returned to Taunton in Somerset and promoted a loan to , 
buy a trailer for herself and her three children. It was a primitive 
job with kerosene lamps and absentee plumbing^ but she found house- 
work amazingly simple in a trailer, it gave her time to: scrounae 
around for antique furniture which she rebuilt into something useful 
and profitable as well. She built up this business enough to buy : a 
house where she could billet army officers. She found American 
officers didn't mind acting as baby-sitters, so she got a job evenings 
as a- waitress to add to her income. : r 

Thus by the -war's end the widow had parlayed: her misfortune inlot 
a snug fortune and not a penny of it made out of munitions; government 
contracts or black markets.- She realized, however, that her luck could 
not last, even if her resources were going up while the empire's were 
going down. Her children particularly were pathetically handicapped 
by bad diets. Some changes were in order. By 1946 she decided . to 
make them herself. : : :: 

She sold everything — her home, her trailer, her furniture — and, ac- 
cording -to her shocked parents, her. birthrighti She had found a; Santa ' 
Barbara newspaper a mong the stuff left behind by departing American : 
officers and among the classified ads she discbvered that a three-room 
aluminum trailer, paneled in.side in Philippine' mahogany, could be - 
bought for $5,000. 

Before an otherwise alerted' government could slap an embargo on 
sucli capital export, she had bought the trailer,: sight unseen: 

Mme. Scully met the beautiful emigrant aboard ship and they struck 
up a friendship that ripened with the years. 

, This is the third British subject I have watched make a new start in 
this moderately new land in 10 years and make a success of it, without 
acting as if it were a scandal to be. hushed up. In fact, this latest suc- 
cess urgej! me to advance a formula for the salvation of the world and 
American films as well. 

My idea is to do what Warners has done with iis Hollywood .Studios 
when it moved into the San Fernando Valley. WB turaed its Holl.ywood 
plant into 52 bowling alley.s, one presumably for each-week in the year. 
The British Lsles, having proved they cannot support them.selves s-ix 
weeks, without handouts from all over the world should be abandoned 
and turned into bowling allays. The 40,000,000 lovely people should then 
be transported at; no expense to themselves wherever they'd like to go 
between London, Ontario and Semi Colon, Panama. 

During the great trek Dorothy McCaskie could show them how to 
live a life of Riley in a trailer. Indeed, Hollywood might further en- 
rich its grosses by having her act as technical adviser of a documentary 
covering same. And by all means Cast Jeanne Crain, Bill Holden «nd 
Edmund Gwenn to star in it.

Large screen video equipment 
can be installed in theatres for 
prices ranging from $35,000 to $50,-

When film net profits for fiscal 
1948 roll in from tlie seven big com- 
panies (all majors except United 
Artists), one of the big develop- 
ments now predicted by industry 
insiders will be a drastic write-off 
of story properties and screen 
scripts which have reached a peak 
postwar evaluation of $23,848,000. 

The major bookkeeping correc; 
tion is likely to cut sizeably in net 
profits reported by the companies. 
It is part of a general policy hit on 
by the majors to purge the books 
ot all likely losses during the cur- 
rent year and clear the decks for 
the return to normalcy now evident 
in the film biz. 

Plan for tlie squeezing of water 
out of corporate film statements 
has been fixed by company toppers 
with the idea that it is better to 
take losses immediately than to 
permit a .gradual accumulation of 
semi-worthless properties which 
will never, in all probabilities, be 
converted into celluloid. It has tlie 
approval of Wall Street's fiscal 
pundits who believe tlie : downfall 
ot most, film, companies after the 
crash in '2ft came about because of . 
faulty evaluation of realty and 
othfer assets allowed to remain at 
inflated figures. 

Corrective process via extensive 
writeoffs will probably be expand- 
ed to completed pix where it be- 
comes obvious that the films Jn 
question will not meet their pro- 
duction and distribution nut. RKO 
already has taken that-' step on sev- 
eral pix during the current year. 
Financial statements of other com- 
panies, once their fiscal year is 
completed, is expected to show the 
same conservative bookkeeping. 

Involved in the writeoff of story 
piopeities is $7,183,650 for Metro 
as ol 1947; $4,313,400 for 20th-Fox; 
$3,354,885 for Paramount; .$3,166,- 
821 for Universal; $2,447,119 for 
Warner Bros.; $1,915,759 for RKO; 
and $1,466,851 for Columbia. All 
of these sums, of courses will not 
be knifed but a good part is expect- 
ed to be amputated. 

"Yearly reserves have been cre- 
ated in the past to keep stoi-y 
properties, manuscripts and screen 
plays within bounds. These, how- 
evei', are onlyminor against cur^ 
rent plans, it's said. U, for in- 
stance, created a reserve of $400;- 
000 in 1947 and $175,000 in '46.

-Reason why the dishone.st exhibs 
have begun to falsify their reports, 
according to the sales chiefs, is a 
simple one. While their grosses 
were low, they were afraid to try 
knocking off too much on the as- 
sumption that distribs would be- 
come suspicious and start plaguing 
them again with checkers on every 
film. Now with biz fairly stable 
and a string of good bOxoft'ice pic- 
tures coming up from almost every 
company, exhjibs believe they have 
a chance, to recoup-T-both on their 
actual los.ses and on tlie: money 
they "might have .. made" If they 
had cheated more;, during the 
poorer days. 

Despite that, distribs have de- 
cided against any upsurge in 
checking. Number of situations 
currently ^ being docked,: either- 
openly or on the sly, is about half 
those checked during the war — 
which has saved the majors con- 
siderable money. Instead ot start- 
ing to spend that money again, 
they have decided to sell via flat 
rentals in non-competitive situa" 
tions where feasible, cheeking such 
houses only periodically to gauge 
their busines.s. For most competi- 
tive situations, the majors will rely 
on competitive bidding 'to insure 
them against false reports. " 



Paramount, 20th-Fox. United 
Artists and Warner Bro.s. arm 
ranged against Universal, RKO, 
Columbia and Metro in the current 
dispute being arbitrated by Will 
Hays over' division ot the $9,732,820 
in previously troien French coin. 
Basis for the dispute is the fact 
that four companies — U, RKO, Co- 
lumbia and Metro— ^have used up 
blocked francs to the extent that 
the quartet is $1,572,138 short 
of the full amount which is per- 
mitted them by the French govern- 
ment under the August agreement 
which freed the $9,752,820 for in- 
stalment payments. 

In other words, while Par, 20th, 
UA and WB have ample credits in 
French biinks to permit them to 
draw the full amount under their 
allotment, the. other four companies 
have insufjicient credit to do like^ 
wise. Latter four are Glalmins, 
that a previous agreement was 
made between the companies them- 
selves providing that the division • 
be based not on cash at hand in 
French banks, but on the propor- 
tion of gross billings during th« 
period when the sums were earned.

A farcical situation, based on 
the prineiple of what happens 
when two irresistible 'forces meet, 
has the potentiality of .providing 
entertaining screen fare.

Twentieth Century-Fox Interna? 
tional Corp. and the Simpex Co., 
Inc., have been named defendants 
in a $100,000, damage suit brought 
in N. Y. supreme court by Ameri-, 
can European Film Industries. 
Plaintiff claims it made a deal 
with 20th on June 16, 1948 to 
distribute seven pictures in Italy, 
but the following day 20th re-: 
pudiated the contract. : : 

In a second cause of action, 
American European charges that: 
Simpex "maliciously" persuaded

sions to their customers. Conflict 
on this issue was vividly brought 
into the open when Sir Arthur 
Jarratt told one of the exhibitor 
negotiators it. wasn't for Rank to 
determine the trading policy of 
British Lion. 

Similarly, while the KRS con- 
tends that its members are free to 
make their own selling arrange- 
ments with their customers, dis- 
tribs have told Rank he must de- 
cide whether he intends to: choose 
loyalty to his colleagues or loyalty 
to exhibs.

TEST 'VOLPONr RIGHTS 
IN 5G DAMAGE SUIT 

Alleged failure of He de France 
Fiftns to pay. off a loan- has. resulted 
in a $5,707.70 damage suit brought 
in N Y. supreme court by A. Wal- 
lace Haendler. ■ Plaintiff claims 
under a 1938 agreement that he 
loaned the firm 250,000 francs se- 
cured by an option on the distribu- 
tion rights to the pic, "Volpone," 
in all countries outside France. 

In 1940, Haendler charges, an- 
other pact was entered into where- 
by. He de France was to pay him 
300,000 francs within a month. As 
security he says he received 45% 
of the rights to "Volpone" in cer- 
tain countries outside France. 
Despite the agreement, Haendler 
claims the defendant proceeded to 
sell the illm and he was never paid. 
He de France denies all the" allega-- 
tions. 



Modification of the Brazilian-im- 
posed ceiling on film-rentals, en- 
gineered last week by Gerald 
Mayer, head of the International 
division of the Motion Picture 
Assn: of America, is expected, to 
save a $6,000,000 yearly market for 
Yank distribs without cutting 
sharply into the total of revenues-. 
Mayer, in personal negotiations 
with the Rio government, worked 
out a, deal whereby an 'Americift 
company can charge up to an av ;

During the period of unregulated 
operations, Ain'^ican distribs fixed 
rentals at a range of 25%-50% for 
first-runs in Brazil. Hence, the 
42% affords ample leeway for the 
companies. ' In this respect,^ modi- 
fication of the figure was only 
sUght because the Brazilian Central 
Price Control Committee had origi- 
nally fixed 40%. However, new 
figure is based on an average, per- 
mitting the distribs to exceed that 
percentage in individual situations, 
whereas the-; first restriction 
blanketed all deals. 

Actually, foreign dept. execs say. 
the more Important modification. ; 
won by Mayer is one which pro- 
vides that no deductions from box- 
office receipts are allowed an exhib 
other than those agreed in con- 
tracts. Originally, price control 
authorities had granted exhibs 
carte : blanche . in knocking down 
rentals via a multitude of expenses. 

As one company official put It. 
if a chandelier fell in a theatre and 
injured a patron, those damages 
were deductible from the rental of 
the film which was playing at the 
time. It was more for this reason 
than the celling itself that distribs ; 
had ordered a halt on pic sales un^ ;^ 
til Mayer could clear up the situa- 
tion.

'Spiritualist' Pic Beefs 
Bring British Censor's 
Action on Fihn-TraOer 

London; OCi 26. 
Spiritualist organizations in 
Britain have suceeeded in forcing 
censorship action on the distrir 
button of the U. S. film "The 
Spiritualist, " which has resulted in 
a flood of protests all over the 
countiy. 

In a special statement, A. Wat- 
kins, secretary of the Britisli Board 
of Film' Censors, informed .spirit- 
ualists of the measures being 
taken against the film's showings. 
"We fully appreciate your con- 
cern," he said, "that members of 
the public shouldn't receive from a 
film the impression that- there is 
any connection between practices 
of fraudulent mediums and the 
sincerely-held views of a respon- 
sible religious movement. In our 
view, no one who sees the film in 
question could entertain any such 
idea, since the fraudulent medium 
is so clearly, dissociated from any 
responsible ' belief in spiritualism. 
We don't: consider i ; therefore, : that 
there's any reasonable ground on 
which , the board could take ex- 
ception to either the film or the | 
title which couldn't in any event 
be altered at this stage. 

"As regards the trailer, we agree 
that the position is different, since 
members of the public may see 
the trailer and not the film and 
therefore, receive an impression 
that the film is concerned with 
spiritualism. We have therefore 
represented your point ol view to 
the company responsible for the 
distribution 4>f the film, and they 
have agreed to make, such dele- 
tions from the trailer as are tech^ 
nically practical at this stage.

FCC Restricts 'Equal Time' 
Ruling to Same Office 

Washington, Oct. 26, 

Broadcasting stations are re- 
cjuired to give equal opportunities 
for air time only to candidates for 
the same office at the same elec- 
tion, FCC ruled last week in deny- 1 
ing complaint filed by Rev. Sam 
Morris, Prohibition Party nominee 
for U. S. Senate from Texas, h 

Morris had claimed that KWFT, 
Wichita Falls, and KRLD, Dallas, 
had violated "equal opportunity" 
provisions of the Communications 
Act in not giving him their facili- 
ties on same basis as that furnished 
George Peddy during latter's un- 
successful campaign for Demo- 
cratic nomination for Senate. 

Commission said its interpreta- 
tion of law is that because a radio 
station has permitted use ot its 
facilities by a candidate for nomi- 
nation "in a past and concluded 
primary election contest" it is not 
required to grailt equal use by a 
candidate in a general election. 

However, Commission ; informed 
KWFT that regardless of provisions 
of the law, "elementary principles 
ot fairness may dictate that a sta 
tion which hfts afforded consider

FCC chairman Wayne Coy gave 
the Radio Executives - Club of 
N. Y. — with one of the biggest 
turnouts of industry brass outside 
of an NAB convention — some haid 
facts of AM-FM-TV life to ponder 
upon last Friday (22). As Coy 
sees it, ■ both TVs ad dollars and 
audiences are going to come right 
out of radio's hide. And the com- 
petition between the two mediums 
under one m anagement i s goi n g 1 o 
become "more and more incom- 
patible" as time goes along. 

It won't do 'broadcasters any 
good, he 'advised, to "bury their 
heads in the sand" and deceive 
themselves , as to these eventuali- 
ties. He felt they should realize 
right now that the ad dollars and 
audience TV takes from aural 
bi'oadcasting "will be in direct 
ratio to the number of television 
receivers in any market, qualified 
only as to the number of hours 
per day that, television operates 
in any community.'' 

He didn't mean to infer, he said, 
that: sound broadcasting is going 
out of business. ' But he saw it in 
the future as under management 
"not engaged in television opera- 
tions," serving mainly areas not 
reached by TV, The divorcement 
will come about as a result of the ' 
"practical problems involved," Coy 
felt 

1,000 TV Stations in 8 Tears 
He predicted 1,000 tele stations 
within the next seven or eight 
years as "altogether reasonable," 
FM will share with AM the re- 
sponsibility for doing a pulilic 
service job for the remote regions 
and smaller communities, tlie com- 
mission topper asserted. 

Coy hinted in closing that he 
lelt broadcasters, might occasion- 
ally attempt to see the FCC's side 
of problems. "I would like lor 
some of you to contemplate seu- 
ously what you would do, if you 
were a member of the FCC," he 
.said. , "If you had to vote on the 
clear channel case now bciorc us. 
Or how you would decide the issue 
with respect to some of your poli- 
cies about duplicating "your .MM 
programs on FM. Ot-^but need I 
go on?" 

He also — in a satirical compari- 
son of submitting a petition to the 
FCC and submitting himself as 
speaker before the REC — sug- 
gested awareness of industr\'s fail- 
ure to get together on the NAB 
code. "And what," he asked, "goes 
on behind the scenes when your 
radio executives of competing or- 
ganizations meet together? You 
dare not tell! Otherwise, there 
might .be some explanation ot why 
there are the disagreements among 
vou about implementing the N.Mi 
Code Maybe NAB piesident .lus- 
tin Miller will tell what goes on 
behind these scenes because it cer- 
tainly has left him behind the 
eight-ball."

Original 
plan was for Republicans to lide 
on a Dewey-Warren victory. Bowles

Southern District meeting of the 
National Assn. of Broadcasters held 
at Atlanta, is revelatory of the 
frame of mind of broadcasters who, 
having already made the plunge in 
television, are .trying to keep on 
top of both their AM and TV 
operations. 

The broadcasters actually 
echoing the sentiments of those in 
New York and other parts of the 
country saddled with , two-way 
management job, frankly acknowl- 
edge that already the round-the- 
clock operation is wearing them 
down. 

It's a case, they say, in which 
they can't afford to slough off 
keeping on top ot their, standard 
broadcasting operations, since only 
by continuing to' keep their AM 
moving in high gear for a maxi- 
mum payoff, can they afford to 
play around with TV. 

On the other hand, their video 
operation, through the current 
experimental stage, requires 
equally constant vigil. Result is, 
the boys complain, they're at it 
fj-om early morning to TV signoff 
time at night, "and 'frankly we 
don't : have any solution to the 
problem." 



ABC GRABS OFF GM'S 
TAYLOR FROM MUTUAL 

ABC has landed Its first General 
Motors institutional billing, the 
Henry J. Taylor commentary now 
aired by Mutual. Program, which 
is GM's only network billing, in 
fact, on an Institutional basis, will 
switch over Dec. 27. The present 
twice-a-week format (7:30 Mon- 
days and Fridays), however, will 
be reduced to a weekly quarter- 
hour, Mondays at 8:45 p.m..

t CBS, put in an embarra-ssing 
spot by the FCC's ban on daytim* 
stations (including WNYC, N. Y.), 
running overtime election night to , 
air bayot returns, is making a quiet . 
effort to interest Nathan Straus, 
owner of N. Y. indie WMCA, itt' 
taking over WNYC's election cover- ■ 
age next Tuesday night (2). 

While the FCC's main stance in 
wiping out STA's (Special Tempo- 
rary Authorizations) to daytimera 
last summer was that the practice 
Involved an overburdening amount : 
of staff work, an added reason ad- 
vanced was that it in some cases 
resulted in signal cefigestion. 
WNYC operates on the clear-chan- 
nel frequency of CBS' owned-and- 
operated WCCO, Minneapolis. Th» 
web has no objection to WNYO'a 
election-night overtime, feeling it 
doesn't seriously e n c r o a c h on 
WCCO's coverage area. At thA 
same time, however, CBS brass 
feels the' net can't make an open 
pitch on behalf of WNYC, despite 
the "bad light" in which CB^ and 
WCCO are placed by the situation. 

It's this combo Of circuqfstances 
which prompted suggestion by 
CBS prexy Frank Stanton to 
Straus, in a gesture of goodwill, 
that the latter 's indie, with its ac- 
cent on public service, could take 
the city-owned station" off the spot 
and garner a good deal of esteem 
from New Yorkers by serving as an . 
outlet for WNYC's 24-year-old elec- 
tion coverage setup. 

Possibility that the FCC will , 
make an exceptioft to its no-STA 
stand in the case of WNYC has 
been ruled out, despite a face-to- 
face appeal to chairman Wayne Coy ;

FCC'S embarrassment is far 
greater than CBS', squawks over 
the time-extension ban having 
mounted appreciably In i-ecent 
days.

The Times had sounded 
off earlier. Consensus was tiiat 
the ruling was arbitrary and that 
it reflected a baffling attitude on 
the part of FCC, which demands 
that radio operate "in the publis 
Interest."

Television sets in tlie U. S. numbered 612,000 as o£ October 1 
representing an increase of 72,000 sets over the September figure' 
Bate of increase jumped again, since tlie September total was 
52,150 over that in August. Compiled by the NBC research depart- 
ment, the total comprises sets for 37 stations, now operating in 21 
cities, plus those in other cities where stations are expected to take 
the air within the next month or so. 

Boston, witJi an increase of 6,eM)0 sets, jumped from seventh to 
fifth place in the ratings. Minneapolis-St. Paul, with a boost of 
8,600 sets, jumped from 16th to 13th. New York also enjoyed a 
rate of increase hike, with its total of 283,000 still placing it far 
jQUt in front of all other cities.

Philly TV Coincidental 
Poll on Series Gives 
WPTZ Big Talking Point 

Philadelphia. Oct. 26. 

WPTZ is stressing in its sales 
talks the results of a recent survey 
made during the World Series by 
Patterson, Korchin & Co., research 
as.sociates. 

The survey was the first coin- 
cidental television audience poll 
ever made and was conducted when 
all three ^Philadelphia stations were 
carrying the same program — the 
second World Jseries game in 
Boston. : 

WPTZ people claim station had 
23% more viewers than the second 
station and 26 3% more viewers 
than the third. The test was con- 
.sidcred ideal since all stations car- 
ried the same show and there was 
no other program in competition. 

The afternoon telecast was made 
at a time When, no prior listening 
habits had been formed. If there 
had been no game it is more than 
probable that none of the Philly 
stations would have been on the 
air. 

Another factor thought favorable 
lo the surve\ was that no preced- 
ing or following piogr.im was able 
to allec't the Series .show, nor did 
it replace any program which 
might account for audience station 
preference. 

The poll was taken by telephone 
between 12:45 and 3 15 P.M. Tues- 
day, Occt. 7, the period during 
which the game wa-s being t('lpvi7Pd 
on all three local channels, plu.s 
the 15-minute period prior to game 
time. A telephone list of 1,600 rep- 
resentative home video set owners 
was used. The 550 calls made from 
this list were uniformly distributed 
throughout the city

Ten top-spending advertisers " in 
television are now shelling out a 
j total of approximately $4,000,000 
lyearly to hit an audience estimated 
I at the most to be about 3,000,000. 

Total TV expenditure, of course,; 
comes nowhere near the amount of 
coin sunk into radio annually by 
the big advertisers. Procter & 
Gamble alone spends some $20,- 
000,000 yearly to shove its message 
across to AM listeners. Fact that 
tele has caught on, so strongly 
with the big spenders at a tlm^ 
when the market is ^so limited; 
however, strongly points up two 
facts: ■ ■ 

Most important, TV sponsorship 
is already paying off in the way 
of increased product sales. No ad- 
vertiser, it's believed, would spend 
the $800,000 that Camels reportedly 
lays out annually for various TV 
shows merely to gain experience 
in the business^-or to seek that 
timcThonored franchise. Secondly, 
the heavy dough now being fun- 
neled into tele marks these spoA^ 
.sors' faith in the future of the in^' 
dustry, which many of them agree 
will,' eventually represent their 
most potent form of advertising. 

List of the 10 top TV spenders 
is a varied one, representing 
manufacturers of all types of com- 
modities. Camels' $800,000, bank- 
;roUing the Fox Newsreel Theatre 
over stations in each of the tele 
market areas; as well as 40 events 
to be picked up from Madison Sq. 
Garden by CBS-TV, puts the cig-; 
"Bret firm head-and^shoulders above 
the rest; ;Second- on the list is 
Philco, whose single ''Philco Tele- 
vision Playhouse" on the NBC-TV 
web costs the company some 
$520,000 yearly for talent. 

Gillette is close : behind with 
some $500,000, concentrated en-:

A spokesman for the syndicate 
declared that the outfit is ready to 
step into all sports and possibly 
theatrical fields with football and 
pro-tennis, particularly, in view. 

Spokesman also : declared' that 
they'll operate on the highest levels 
with top athletes in all fields. 

Despite a denial by a top; CBS 
' exec ' that the syndicate, plans to 
make a pitch for the fight conces- 
sions at Madison Square Garden, 
. rumors persist tliat £he Garden is 
the goal of the outfit. It's been 
learned that CBS board chairman 
William S. Paley is one of the 
stockholders in the Garden. 

It's reported that several other 
lak'ge stockholders are dissatisfied 
witli the 20th Century Club's con- 
duct in the field of pugilism. Many, 
it's held, feel that the Garden 
would do Well to let in a fresh crop 
of promoters and eliminate the vir- 
tual monopoly in this field.

In a theatre the distance be- 
tween artist and audience is 
invaluable. In a night club that 
is less so but, still, there is 
some. In television, however, 
all is "technique," the new art 
form.

What's good on & 
stage will be good in tele- 
vision. Needed is just a little 
common sense in getting it 
into the camera. Have you 
heard that video is a peep 
show, the screen is small, the 
figures must be big? Nuts to 
that, too! In the picture houses : 
the screens are 15,to 40 feet 
in width. So you sit half way 
back, or further. The average 
home ttle receiver is probably 
10 inches wide. And where are 
you? Within three or six feet 
of it. But the perspective in 
the theatre and the parlor is 
the same. 

What directors forget is that 
they have things to hide and 
that it's .more Important that 
you sit close than the camera. 
They don't have to worry. As 
long as the video screen is 
small those who want to look 
will pull up a chair — close.

Blessing In Disguise To FCC 

Washington. Oct. 26, 
The coterie of Federal Commu- 
nications - Commission officialdom 
which witnessed CBS' 6 mc-wide 
color television in New York last 
week was regarded here as an in- 
dication that FCC is giving serious 
thought to the possibility of assign- 
ing the ultra high band frequen- 
cies to either monochrome or color, 
with the choice left to the individu- 
al station. 

Some hints that the Commission 
is thinking along this line were 
: given informally by several of- 
ficials during video hearings last 
montli. There was talk at that 
time that the color problem might 
be solved^ by assigning stations suf- 
ficent; band width to allow for 
transmission of color, whenever 
the system was perfected. How- 
ever, objections were raised that 
if the 475-890 mc band were di- 
vided into 16 mc channels (the 
V width required for the earlier CBS 
sequential system) there would be 
only 26 channels available in uhf 
for television, which the agency 
has previously said is not enough 
lor a "truly nationwide competi- 
tive" s.vstem. Some ol'ficial.s aKo 
pointed out that to use a wkllh ol 
16 mc to televise in black and 
white, which needs onl.v 6 mc. 
would be an" awful waste ol diannel 
space until color is ready. 

Development of narrow band 
color is what FCC has boon pray- 
ing foi* In its report of March 18. 
1947, turning down the CBS peti- 
tion to authorize commercial color 
television in the uhf band (then 
480 to 920 mc), the Commission 
said- 

"The evidence . . . shows that 27 
channels may no( ultimate^ l)e 
enough to provide for a Iruly na- 
tionwide competitive television sys- 
tem.

With latter sponsor refusing to 
capitulate on any other .Sunday 
evening time offer, Samuel Hersen- 
horcn's 40-piece orch and Edmund 
Hocl^ridge, baritone, plus scripting 
and announce staff, are out their 
expected 26-weeks' earnings. 

Accordin to. Morgan Eastman of 
the McConnell - Eastman agency 
here; the Canadian program: was 
''subjected to unfair competition" 
by an Americanrprodueed show. 
He said. "Through our sponsor's 
show had developed an exceptional 
rating in four seasons for a high- 
type musical show, we declined; to 
recommend continuing such an 
outlay against the Amos 'n' Andy 
competition. The sponsor (Tip Top 
Tailors) agreed; and we cancelled 
the presentation." 

"Recorded programs of U. S. 
shows pay a stifi tariff to be 
brouglit into Canada and rebroad- 
cast but thisas to protect Canadian 
artists," said Eastman. "However, 
a. live show can be broadcast, by ' 
paying only the wire tolls and sta- 
tion time rates and we think this 
is unfair and undermines any ef- 
fort to build up native Canadian 
radio. It is absurd that salaries to 
Canadian radio artists should be 
di.scontinued when an imported 
program pays only for the mechan- 
ical facilities of broadcasting." 

CBC's argument, according to 
officials, is that the Canadian show 
vas not forced from the air, that 
otljer evening times, were offered 
but that Tip Top refused to accept 
these on the reiterated claim that 
they still wanted tlie time slot 
they had enjoyed for four previous 
: seasons; nor could GBC justify any 
refusal to Lever Bros, for latter's 
riglit to import an AmericanTpro- 
, .diiced program over CBC's wires.. 

CBC officials also retorted 'that 
a sufficient segment of Canadian 
listeners preferred the Amos 'n' 
Andy program, this prompting 
Eastman to claim that Canadian 
sponsors can no. longer be expected 
to spend large sums in competing 
against the t)ig Sunday night 
American shows and that Canadian 
artists are the sufferers.

How, he asked, could 
he justify such an act to the mem- 
bei-ship after he had put them to 
an . expense of $40,000 in fighting 
DeMille over the juridical hurdles? . 

So, unless DeMille changes his 
mind and gives in (with the most: 
famous buck in radio) Weiss and 
Mutual are just about washed up 
with him and as . far as they are 
concerned there'll be no DeMille 
dramatic series on their network; 
Mutual's Walter Lurie is in town 
to "worR op" DeMille and if he can 
do it .where Weiss ' failed he'll ac- 
quire a new title — superman*

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From Sam Morse to Ultrafax 

HCA'8 unveiling of Ultrafax here Thursday ?2n"hLued°afo„1- of 
the great wonders of tJie age. was notable for the manner in which 
it was staged as well as the significance of the demonstration 

gmpared with an eylier event 104 years ago in the oirsupreme 
urt in the Capitol-Jvhen Samuel F. 3. Morse tapped out the fi^st 
telegraphic message the ceremony Itself at the Library of CongreM 

grovlded a contrast as marked as the new speed-of-lieht com- 
lunication marvel. 

A roomful of Congressmen saw Morse inquire "What Hath CnA 
Wrought?" on that crude telegraph key of 1842. Many nersonVIn 
New York Philadelphia. Washington saw and heard '^he Xam" 
ilned, elaborate Ultrafax equipment in operation and the prin- 
cipals who directed and descn^bed the demonstration via radio and 
Vipeo. 

There were other contrasts. Morse just sat at a table and hoped 
his gadget would work for the assembled guests. But on the stage 
of Coolidge Auditorium an announcer stood readuig a script while 
television cameras and microphones recorded his every expression 
•nd sound for audiences far removed. And on another part of the 
itage, the men who engineered Ultrafax came out to speak their 

Sarts while other cameras and mikes picked up their faces and 
■ords. . 

Then from the darkness of the "live" audience a beam of light 
would be thrown on a screen and a film would appear showing 
the workings of Ultrafax— the "flyfaig-spot" television scanner at 
the sending terminal, the transmission of the televisibn image over 
a microwave relay system, the reception of various messages, docu- 
ments, maps on the television kinescope or "picture tube" from 
which incoming material is recorded on motion picture film or on 
photographic paper. 

Next, the curtains would part and the Ultrafax equipment un- 
veiled. Now would come the great sensation, with a big clock re- 
cording the seconds: the entire wordage of the 1,047 page novels 
"Gone With the Wind," would be transmitted from the NBC Ward- 
man Park television station to the Ultrafax receiver. All eyes were 
directed by the announcer's script to the Ultrafax monitor. The 
pages were flicking by a million words a minute. The time was an- 
nounced: "two minutes and 21 seconds." It would take half as long, 
said the announcer, with another receiver being developed. 

It was a good show. Lou Ilassam's script was in the best docu- 
tnentary tradition and John Batchelder, who had rehearsed it five 
times, gave a flawless reading. Brig. Gen. David Samoff, who sug- 
gested telecasting the ceremony, interpolated ad libs into his pre- 
pared speech like a veteran actor. Like the others he wore tele- 
vision "greasepaint." 

Last but not least, in further contrast to Morse's day, there 
was an elaborate press kit for the local and visiting scribes who 
came from everywhere to cover the event. It was the work of Jay 
Boyen, NBC and RCA publicity chief in Washington.

Gen. Samoff said that it seems 
enly reasonable to expect that as 
the present system : of Ultrafax 
progresses that a new system of 
motion pict,ui?e distribution can be 
provided, eliminating, the ex- 
changes. "As we make further 
progress," he said, "we foresee the 
possibi 11 ty of a combined service 
of Ultrafax and television, capable 
of transmitting a fulllength motion 
picture from a single negative in 
the production studio simultane- 
ously to the screens of thousands 
of theatres throughout the coun- 
try." 

Gen. Sarnoff added that it is now 
also "within the compass of one's 
imagination to foresee the day 
I when through television and UUra- 
.iax a radio newspaper may be de-; 
livered through the air into every 
home equipped with - a television 
; set." It would be possible, he said, 
to have the same transmitter that 
telecasts the video program simul^ 
taneously broadcast the newspaper. 
"In fact," he pointed out, "the 
'lame home receiver, with proper 
attachments, could print the news- 



paper even without interrupting 
the program being viewed. 

"Bear in mind," Sarnoff con- 
tinued, "that television is sent into 
the , air at the rate of 30 pictures 
per second. If we split the second 
into 30 parts and use only 1/30 
: of a second for the transmission Of 
news columns, we can . send and 
receive several hundred words in 
this fraction of a second. It would 
take only a few seconds to trans- 
mit the equivalent of a newspaper 
by the Ultrafax process." 

^ Aids Postoffice Dept. 

Sarnoff said that just as mes- 
Isages and documents were beamed 
through the air at the demonstra- 
tion,, letters could also be trans- 
mitted and reproduced as exact 
duplicates of the originals. "Of 
course,'': he explained, "we -would 
have to add hands and feet to this 
winged messenger in order to pro- 
vide a pickup , and. delivery service 
that corresponds to our present 
mail system. And here is where 
our Postoffice, with its thousands 
of letter-carriers and mail boxes, 
may find new opportunities for in- 
creased service to the public." 

The RGA head foresaw the day 
wlien Ultrafax, employing a sys- 
tem of operation including video 
and radio relays, could provide 
not only an international television 
exchange but also handle the 
equivalent of tons of: mail, news 



and other.i services, "I cannot con- 
ceive of any better peacetime use," 
he said, "to which some of our 
military planes on the ground can 
be put than to provide such a 
transoceanic radio relay service." 

Properly spaced, he said, tin "aif- 
lift" comprised of 12 to 14 suitably 
equipped planes could be estab- 
lished between the U. S. and Eu- 
rope. 

Sarnoff described Ultrafax as 
"an offspring of television." Its po- 
tentialities, he said, raises so many 
political and: social problems that 
a. new national communications 
policy 'Should be considered and 
established by Congress, with the 
legitimate interests of private in^ 
dustry and government agencies 
given careful study. 

The demonstration was wit- 
nessed by high officials of the Gov- 
ernment and industry and featured 
a word for word transmission of 
the 1,047 page "Gone With the 
Wind" from the NBC tele station 
uptown to the Library in less than 
two and one-half minutes. The 
transmission was from the . band 
above 4000mc. ■ ■

American Federation of Mu- 
■siclans has as yet made no .mdve 
toward establishing long-awaited 
scales for use of musicians in the 
making of 16m films for television 
consumption. And the AFM heads 
are In no hurry to setup, a pay-rate 
structure, pointing out to Industry 
people . that it may be several 
months longer before they'll get 
around to it. What with the re- 
cording-ban situation still unset^ 
tied and other items that will claim 
attention first. : 

The AFM IS frankly in no hurry 
to set up such scales for the rea- 
son.s that It feels films made supr 
po-sedly for television use only are 
more likely to boomerang. Once 
such film-makers get a full 'gteen- 
light from- the - union, and begin 
turning out films with fairly ex- 
pensive sets, proper lighting, etc., 
they will be good enough for other 
uses, AFM feels, and there will be 
plenty of " difficulty. . restricting 
them to the medium for which 
they were made. For example, 
Ifint film can be blown up to stand- 
ard 35m sue and shown in the- 
atre.'!. That is not a common prac- 
tice, but can be and has been done 
often. And the AFM figures mu- 
sicians involved in tele films put 
to such rival uses will defeat em- 
ployment. 

Meanwhile, agents suspect there 
are films bein^ made for television 
using musicians. Though the coin 
paid in such instances isn't dis- 
closed, it's assumed that musicians 
involved are drawing at least the 
$39 .'lO per three-hour recording 
session and $22.50 per eightrhours 
of photography, which applies to 
filming for theatre showings. Major 
tele outlets, however, are avoiding 
using new 'musical shorts with mu- 
sicians.

New Himber Log 
Placates Coast 



New York music publishers, in^ 
meeting last week with Richard 
Himber and Morty Kelt, heads 
of the RH Logging System, worked 
out an arrangement that will be 
applied, to the Hollywood tune- 
logging situation. And the sharp 
objections of the Coast contactmen 
to the establishment of a Holly- 
wood listening post by RH have 
died down somewhat: 

Himber and Kelt met with the 
publishers last week and agreed 
on a new system of tabulation de- 
signed to placate the Coast men 
and at the same time log only 
songs actually, performed, instead 
of gathering such information from 
the clearance sheets of Hollywood 
stations. Starting with this week's 
log, printed next week (3), a net^ 
work commercial carried through 
Los Angeles, Chicago and New 
York will get its full 12 points, 
plus its Hooper rating. For ■ eX' 
ample, a plug on the Jack Benny 
show would be worth 12 points for. 
the three outlets, plus 24 points, 
(its Hooper), , or 36 points in all 
for the one plug. 

In addition, Himber agreed that 
his Hollywood listening post will 
monitor only the four: network sta- 
tions in the Los Angeles area up 
to midnight each night, and t*here- 
after log performances' by all sta- 
tions up to 1 a.m. This would in- 
clude band remotes from San Fran- 
cisco and: satisfy Robbins and 
Warner Bros, reps stationed in that 
city to secure plugs. 

Though this arrangement has not 
met with the complete approval of 
Hollywood contact men, their N. Y. 
bosses have okayed its being put 
into practice and it will be used 
henceforth.

Coast AFM Won't Change 
Collection Rulings On 
Casual film footers 

Hollywood, Oct, 26. 

Petition signed by nearly all the 
film studio orch managers, librari- 
ans and sideline contractors tliat 
they be relieved of the responsi- 
bility of collecting union taxes of 
men working casual engagements 
on the film lots has been nixed by 
board of directors of Musicians' 
Lpcal 47 here. 

Studio musicians Mickey Whelan 
and Art Bergh tendered the peti-- 
tlon bearing 31 signatures. The 
men didn't mind having the respon- 
sibility of raking in the tax coin 
from week-to-week workers and de- 
positing it at union headquarters, 
but found it burdensome to nick 
those who worked- for only'.orte day 
or a few hours on a special job. 
: On all coin earned by any mem- 
ber of musicians' union on a film 
lot, 2'/2% tax must be paid. James 
C. .Petrlllo's AFM headquarters 
gets 1%, the rest stays in Local 47 
coffers; Last fiscal year the total 
tax collection was $225,103. 

In January, 1947, Petrillo blew a 
fuse when his of fice discovered that 
film^work tax collections were more 
than $100^000 in arrears for several 
years, and he cracked down hard 
on Local 47. Thereafter much of 
the onus of the collections was 
placed on studio and managers, li^ 
brarians and contractors. The re- 
sponsibility of seeing that rank- 
and-file musicians paid was. placed 
with these group bosses, and all 
film musicians were told that if 
they did not pay their taxes within 
two weeks after each payday, they 
would: face serious .trial board 
charges.

'Bad Biz' Cracks 
Dbtorb Maestros 

Bandleaders and agency , men in 
I New York were quite upset Mon- 
I day (25) over the statement in Wal'* 
j ter WincheU's column of that day'' 
to the effect that the band business 
was in . very bad shape. It wasn't . 
so much Winchell's . crack alone 
that burned deeply, as it was that : 
it capped ^numerous others in the , 
same vein in . recent months by 
lesser coltunnists. 

Agency men have repeatedly ' 
chided bandleaders themselves for 
making statements about b.o. con-e - 
ditions in the band field, but Winv 
chell's remark for the Brst time 
got under the -skin of maestros 
themselves. They feel that th« 
charge is not warranted. They: 
point out that, like every other; 
phase of the theatrical industry, 
current b.o. results are being im- ' 
properly : measured by . wartime ': 
standards and suffering &y com-:' 
parison. 

It's pointed out that while grosses - 
are down from . that battle-period 
peak, they're still better than pre- ; 
war figures, even taking inflated 
admission prices into consideration. 

One of the most upsetting things 
to some bandleaders and agents; 
alike is. the tendency of people ' 
within the industry to point out 
that so and so had a bad night on a 
one-nighter. Agents say so-what,^ 
Befoi-e the war, every ban4. no \ 
matter how bright its b.o. name, 
even Glenn Miller, had bad nights 
as well as fair and exceptional 
ones. 

There's no question, agents and^ 
maestros point out, that things are 
not great with the band businesSi 
but it's not as bad as press agents 
and others have painted it, includ- 
ing some loose-lipped maestros 
who haven't themselves been sue- ■ 
cessful, so must blame it on gen-; 
oral reaction to their trade. The 
band business is agam a weekend 
business, as is the nitery field, the 
Aim field and others. And it won't 
get any better if personalities 
within it continue to run it down 
:and cause others to spread the; 
wgrd^t's emphasized. ' " : , :

This edict wilt run counter of 
claims promulgated by the recent 
merger of several other affiliates 
of the Associated Actors and Ar- 
tistes of America which, recently 
took the preliminary steps towai-d 
merging because, of the problems 
posed the new medium. The boards 
of the American Federation of. Ra- 
dio Artists, Actors Equity and 
American Guild of Musical Artists 
recently voted to amalgamate. This 
combination will claim the tele 
jurisdiction inasmuch as it's con- 
sidered , : that Equity never tc- 
/linquished its claim to: video which 
; was originally' contained in its! 
grant from the American Federa- j 
tion of Labor which gave jurisdic-M 
tion of the entire' entertainment I 
field to Equity. | 

However, AGVA's stance stems ! 
from the fact that it, has a claim 
to variety shows no' matter whete 
performed.. Union has a precedent 
in its jurisdiction over two-a-day i 
variety revues .performed in legit i 
houses. I 

Preliminary': battle, for the video [ 
field has been going on in the 4A i 
meetings; Original 4A charter- to i 
AG.VA gives the vaude union juris- 
diction of variety shows in all 
media.- However, since original 
autonomy was taken away by the 
4A's when AGVA ran into finan- 
cial difficulties in 1943, new reso- j 
lutionv containing the language of 
the original charter, . is being 
sought. National board meet will 
reaffirm that claim.

Swiss Movements Of 
Sunbrock Rile Cops; 
Troupe Is Expelled 

Geneva, Oct, 26. 
• Impresario Larry Sunbrock, 
whose escapades in the U. Si have 
brought him in frequent snarls 
with the police, is apparently con- 
tinuing : in the, same vein abroad. 
His wild west troupe of 40 cow- 
boys and girls were ordered ex- 
pelled from Switzerland Sunday 
(25) because of a riot which took 
place at the Palais des Exposi- 
tions here. 

: The riot occurred as a result of 
Sunbrock's offer of 1,000 francs to 
anyone who would ride a bronco 
named Income Tax for 16 seconds, i 
A Swiss named Miehaud accepted I 
and rode a: pony for the required 
time. However, Sunbrock insisted ; 
that the local rode a horse named 
Fifty , for 10 seconds, and refused 
to pay oft'. : In the scuff Ic that en- 
sued, Ruth Wall, a trick riders was 
knocked unconscious. 

Sunbrock was ordered to pay 
1,000 francs for torn uniforms, lost 
buttons and other damages . sus- 
tained by the police. In addition, 
each member of the troupe was 
asked to sign an affidavit stating 
that they had abused Swiss hos- 
pitality by taking part in the riot. 
1 Newspapers referred to the troupe 
a^ a batjd of savages and Apaches; 
t Sunbrock and his troupe were 
{reported routed out ot bed at 
[ 4 a.m. by the police and told to get 
; out of the country. Outiit is sup- 
; poso!cl to make an appearance at 
Milan next week, but so lar they 
haven't obtained the necessarj? 
visas.

■ Minneapolis, Oct. 26. 

Conflicting • claims have been 
aired in the newspapers here as to 
■the reason why C. C. Milkes, local 
concert impressario, cancelled the 
scheduled. Nov. 6 appearance of 
Mickey Rooney at' the Auditorium; 
which already had been advertised 
in the papers. . 

Milkes said he called off the /en- 
gagement when the local musicians' 
union demanc|ed. the employment 
of .10 standby musicians for the 
show. He. charged that the ..union 
is trying to force him io sign a 
contract to employ 15 of its 
musicians for each event he pro- 
motes,-. . ■ 

On the other hand; Stanley 
Ballard, the union's executive sec- 
retary, denied Milkes' claim that 
the union is seeking the contract. 
He said Milkes has been on the 
AFM -unfair list because the latter 
violated a contract which expired 
in JunCj 1947; Wnen Milkes.sought 
to employ musicians for the 
Rooney engagement, he was re- 
fused :because of his unfair stand- 
ing with the union, according . to 
Ballard. 

Milkes' troubles with the union 
were firsi aired in the press here 
two years iigo. At that time a con- 
cert; by Bill Robinson was delayed 
more than -an hour when the union 
refused to permit the show to go 
on until Milkes agreed tc hire 
standby musicians. ■ Ballard says 
that after that Milkes signed a con- 
tract with the. union which he, 
Milkes. violated at later contracts.! 

When Milkes had Hoagy Gar- 
michael and the latter's "Stardust 
Revue" at the Auditorium here a 
few week.s ago, Milkes, however, 
refused to hire the . 15 union musi^ 
cian staiidliys- which, he charges, 
were demanded, and it looked for 
a time as though the show would 
be called oft, : Milkes said tliat Car- 
michael himself ■ agreed to defray 
the cost of the standbys.

I Fernandel, noted French screen 
I comedian, who recently wound; up' 
a tour through Canada, stayed over 
j for a single appearance in the U. S. 
.Monday (25) at Town Hall, N. Y., 
before departing for Prance tomor- 
row (Thurs, ). Working without tlic 
device of film subtitles, the actor's 
comic : impact was considerably 
weakened for U. S. audiences, al- 
though the predominantly, French- 
speaking customers at Town Hall 
received a native kick. 

His repertory was exclusively 
i comprised of novelty Songs deliv- 
I ered with pantomimic' . grimaces 
I and gestures that had an inde- 
[ pendent comic quality.- Too much 
of the humor, however, was ap- 
parently dependent on the verbal 
piquancies and double ■ cntendres 
that escaped) the -non-linguists. 
Fernandel's vocalizing ability, 
moreover, is, too; weak to carry the 
songs on their musical values. A 
radical overhauling of his routine, 
with more accent on iiniversal com- 
edy, will be necessary for his 
planned tour of. the XJ. S. next sea- 
son, 

I • Le Trio Des Quatre ,(the Four 
Musketeers of Song) filled the ini- 
tial half of the program with an- 
other ■ series of French ; novelty 
I tunes. Although each of the num- 
I bers were enacted by the male 
I quartet in the form ot a charade. 
I full appreciation of this item also 
banks too heavily on tlie compre- 
hension of French. This group 
displayed clever team ; work but, 
vocally, were not standout. Roger 
Dumas, who wrote many of the 
songs rendered b,v both Fernandel 
and the quartet, gave good piano 
accompaniment to the perform- 
ance.

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Independent Contractor Status 
Now Looms as Hardship on Acts 



The long-standing classifications 
ot p6rt6rniei3 as independent con? 
tractors is now being regretted by 
many acts, some of whom fought 
for that status in order that with- 
holding taxes would not be taken 
out of their weekly paychecks. 
They're now discovering they've 
lost many privileges because of 
such classification. 

One of the more important fac- 
tors is the loss of : workmen's com? 
sensation which ordinarily would 
accrue t ^ acts injured during per- 
formance of their work. 
. Issue is now being made more 
apparent since a couple of acts 
were hurt on stage. One of the 
Emerald sisters was recently in- 
jured in a Philadelphia theatre 
and was advised she Wasn't eligible 
for compensation because of inder 
pendent . contractor status. As 
hcyuse employees, they could have 
collected regularly for the time 
they were unable to work. Ray 
Norman (& Mary Norman) was 
hurt last week in an East Rutherr 
ford, N. J., house, and attorneys 
declare he's not entitled to com- 
pensation. 

The independent contractor sta- 
tus of acts was agreed upon some 
years ago mainly because of the 
Withholding tax angle. Many acts 
went along in that line of thinking. 
Uoweveri with harder times, acts 
have discovered that if they were 
considered employees, ihey could 
receive unemployment Insurance 
and disability payments^ 

Today the only recourse a per^ 
former has to get compensation 
because of injuries sustained in 
theatres and cafes is via the courts. 
Sven then they must prove in- 
juries were the result of theatre's 
negligence— -which is sometimes 
difficult ond always costly.

Charles Trenet is a paradoxical 
item on the American cafe scene. 
The promise he bespoke in 1946, 
when the Embassy first imported 
httn seems fulfilled in that he's 
an even more facile performer. Yet 
despite the increasing acceptabil- 
ity of the French talent invasion, 
Trenet doesn't seem to have b.o. 
potency. His premiere turnout was 
fltsappointing and, unlilce the spon- 
taneous turnout of the French- 
American colony for an Edith Piaf 
or a Suzy Solidor, for Chevalier 
or 3ablon, the reverse seems to 
be the case with Trenet, Converse- 
ly, his performance is improving. 
His English, faltering as it is, is 
better; and, of course, the genuine 
attempt to parlez Anglais is sure- 
fire with the non-French jive cus- 
tomers. 

Tr^n^t is not just a casual bal- 
ladeer.

Added imipetus t« the drive in 
concert circles to g^t remission of 
the Federal amusement tax of 20% 
has been given by report last week- 
end of the N. Yt Philharmonic- 
Symphony. Although concerts at 
Carnegie- Hall were sold out to 
94% capacity during the I947'48 
season,' orchestra' -rfeportedv an op- 
erating deficit of $10»,190.48. On 
tlie Other hand, sysiph remitted 
$125,000 in taxes to the Govern- 
ment. 

Similarly, the Philadelphia Orr 
chestra had a: deficit last season of 
$176,000, while paying taxes of 
$92,000. The Boston Symph had a 
deficit of $30,000 and paid the 
Government $180,000 in taxes. The 
Metropolitan Opera Assn. went 
into the red for $220^000; while re^

Yet those who 
control the patents to such inven- 
tions haven't been able to market 
them because exhibs at this time 
can't afford to replace their pres^ 
ent costly equipment with other 
projection machinery UrMch would 
be just as expensive. 

Distrib managers conceded that 
Ultrafax, if it could be worked out, 
would prove ft solution to most of 
the problems now confronting the 
Industry.
